Tus revru about Soviet Russia’s plan to take 
over Australia is an amazing story, given for the first time 
by Hon. Lawrence H. Smith, Representative in Congress 
from Wisconsin. He has had access to the confession and 
other papers by Vladimir Petrov, chief intelligence officer 
from Moscow to Australia, furnished by a Royal Commission 
which investigated Petrov and his story soon after he quit 
the Communists. Mr. Smith assembles the facts (p. 1) 
with great care and concludes that the story of the Reds’ 
fifth-column in Australia “may change the course of his- 
tory”; for the same plan was to be applied to the United 
States.

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MOSCOW PLOTTED SEIZURE OF AUSTRALIA

OR a clear picture of Kremlin treachery in friendly 
capitals, consult the Moscow spy who recently 
has renounced Communism. 

One such is Vladimir Mikhailovich Petrov, veteran 
Soviet intelligence chief in Australia, who leaped out 
of the Communist snakepit on April 3, 1954, and was 
granted political asylum in Sydney. Seventeen days 
later his wife, Evdokia Petrov, cipher clerk in the 
Soviet Embassy at Canberra, likewise was granted 
asylum. 

A Commonwealth Royal Commission on Espionage 
then was set up to hear the Petrov story and examine 
the supporting evidence. That commission, made up 
of three distinguished Australian jurists, submitted 
its 500-page printed report on August 22, 1955, A copy 
of the report now has been made available to the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs of the United States. 
The story it tells may change the course of history, by 
enforcing severance of all diplomatic, trade, and cul- 
tural relations with Russia by the United States, and 
possibly by Australia too. 

“In June 1952, the international tension was such 
that war involving Australia and the U.S.S.R. was not 
improbable,” the report notes (page 300). Thereupon, 
Moscow sent Petrov a new “Plan of Work” for Aus- 
tralia, calling for a nation-wide fifth-column to be 
ready to take over “if war destroyed the Legal Ap- 
paratus by causing withdrawal of the Soviet Embassy.” 
That’s how far Moscow had moved in her bold plan 
to take over the Australian continent. 

Petrov carried on with this “Plan of Work” for 
about six months, when the Kremlin decided (January 
1953) to replace him with a new espionage chief in 
Canberra, one Kovalenok. However, some transfer 
difienlty developed in Russia, and Kovalenok did not 
actually arrive in Australia until April 1954, by which 
time Petrov was planning his defection. So the great 
“Plan of Work” to take over Australia through ex- 
panded fifth-column activities never was applied in 
full force, as outlined by Moscow in June 1952. 

Freedom had a close call in Australia. Had Petrov 
not defected, Moscow’s 1952 “Plan of Work” likely 
would have been applied, and Australia today might 
be Iron Curtain territory. 


The Royal Commission began its inquiry on May 17, 
1954, and concluded on Mareh 31, 1955 Many Soviet 


Embassy documents delivered by Petrov were trans- 
lated, and all persons named in them called as wit- 
nesses. These included, among others, several em- 
ployees of the Australian foreign office, four Sydney 
journalists, a number of Australian government em- 
ployees in other departments, many leaders in the 
Communist Party of Australia, officers of several in- 
fluential fellow-traveler organizations, and two repre- 
sentatives of Moscow’s Tass news agency in Australia, 

The Australian inquiry was assisted greatly by all 
the evidence and reports gathered by the Canadian 
Royal Commission in 1946, following the defection in 
Ottawa of the Soviet cipher clerk, Gouzenko. The 
Canadian material was of vast significance in Aus- 
tralia, for the basic plan of subversive operations was 
the same for both countries. 

The Australian inquiry soon determined that the 
aims of Soviet espionage were indeed very broad. “No 
part of the machinery of government, or of the organ- 
ization of civil life, can be regarded—even in times 
of peace—as exempt from its attentions,” the commis- 
sion said. (p, 12) 


Congressman Lawrence H. Smith 
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Petrov was no amateur. Born in Siberia in 1907, 
he joined the Communist Party in 1923, served in the 
Soviet Navy in 1930-33 as a cipher clerk, and then was 
assigned for four years to the dreaded OGPU as code 
specialist in Moscow. In September 1937, he trans 
ferred to China as OGPU cipher specialist, and in Feb- 
ruary 1938, returned to Moscow as chief of the cipher 
section of OGPU with the rank of major. 

In September 1942 he was assigned to the Soviet 
Embassy in Stockholm as head of the secret police 
organization in Sweden. Back in Moscow in October 
1947 as a lieutenant colonel, Petrov became head of 
the secret police unit watching Russian merchant ma- 
rine crews in the lower Danube area. A year later 
he transferred his vigilance to Soviet merchant marine 
crews sailing to Anglo-American ports, and to all 
Russian delegations assigned to Anglo-American coun 
tries. He continued in this work until January 1951 
when he was assigned to Australia as “resident” in 
charge of all espionage operations. His wife went 
along to be cipher clerk in the embassy at Canberra, 

The high purpose of this Australian assignment is 
indicated by the fact that the man selected as “resi- 
dent” had been schooled for 21 years in OGPU and 
MVD work. 

During his forty months in Australia, Petrov en- 
joyed diplomatic immunity. However, he did not re- 
port to the embassy, but directly to Moscow Centre, 
in a private code not available to other Russian officers 
in Canberra, 

Mrs. Petrov, seven years younger than her husband, 
also had been trained rigorously in espionage. She 
joined the Communist youth organization at 12 (in 
1926), was assigned to the Moscow military intelli- 
gence service at 19, and took over at 20 as a fully cer- 
tifled cipher clerk in OGPU Moscow, Two of her for- 
mer Chiefs in OGPU were liquidated in the Stalin blood 
purges of 1937. 

In 1940, age 26, she married Petrov and accompanied 
him to Sweden as cipher clerk. Under the code name 
“Tamara” she also performed operational field work 
for OGPU throughout Sweden, 

When the Petrova left for Australia early in 1951 
“Tamara” held the rank of captain. She spoke Rus- 
sian, English, Swedish, and Japanese. Her husband 
spoke all these languages, plus Chinese. Carried on 
the payroll as an embassy accountant, her real duties 
were at the cipher desk, plus OGPU operational as- 
signments all over Australia, She continued the code 
name “Tamara,” while her husband’s was changed 
from “Moryak” (the name used in Sweden) to “Mihail.” 

This, then, was the team sent to Canberra to lay 
the ground-work—as we now know from the Royal 
Commission's report—for the Communist take-over of 
Australia, 

Without Petrov’s fortuitous defection in 1954, Aus 
tralia today would be another Czechoslovakia, or Po 
land—for the Communist Party of Australia already 
had perfected a strong and effective working alliance 
with Evatt’s Labor Party, and several of Evatt’s most 
influential confidants were already in the Petrov spy 
network, 


Fergan O'Sullivan, a reporter for the Sydney Morn 
ing Herald, who later became confidential press sec- 
retary to Dr. H. V. Evatt, parliamentary leader of 
the Australian Labor Party, was one of Moscow’s 
most valuable informants on Australian affairs, 

Through one Pakhomov, the Tass agent in Sydney, 
O'Sullivan delivered in 1951 a three-page typewritten 
personnel report on forty-five Australian journalists,

classifying each according to his likely availability for 
Communist assignments. 

So far along was O’Sullivan at this stage of his work 
with the Soviet spy ring that he had his own code 
name in Moscow Centre—“Zemliak.” 

O’Sullivan’s 1951 report had been sent to Moscow 
on microfilm, and the original filed in Petrov’s safe 
in Canberra. It was this original which Petrov later 
handed to the Australian security police, on April 3, 
1954. 

In the Australian general elections of June 1954, 
Evatt was the candidate for Prime Minister in the 
event of a Labor sweep. Immediately after the elec- 
tion (not before) O’Sullivan acknowledged the authen- 
ticity of this Petrov document. 

“Evatt properly took a grave view of the matter 
and at once dismissed him from his secretariat,” the 
Royal Commission reported. But had Labor won that 
election this long-time servant of the Moscow network 
would have entered Government House with Evatt. 
That’s how close Australia came to being the Poland 
of the Southern Hemisphere. 


Another document in the Petrov papers was a mes- 
sage from Moscow demanding “additional materials: 
and well-found conclusions” regarding Dr. George H. 
Briggs, chief of the Division of Physies in the Aus

HE two worlds—free and enslaved—entered into 
T the spring of 1956 with the common feeling that 

they would not be drawn soon into war. Much 
of this confident opinion was due to the overtures of 
Communist leaders to western countries, proposing 
conferences and exchange of visits in the cause of 
“peace.” However false in purpose these overtures 
were and have been proven to be, they softened the 
attitude of western governments and thereby promoted 
the true aims of the Reds. The exchange of visits goes 
on, ineluding the visit from Premier Nehru to the 
United States, and the exchange of amenities in Eng 
land between Bulganin and Khrushchev on the one 
side and Prime Minister Eden and his colleagues on 


Middle Eastern situation and to devise a plan for 
averting war, bet inasmuch as the Soviet Union is a 
member of the council it is more likely that the council 


will promote war rather than peace. It was a blunder 
to ask the council to intervene—but blunders of this 
kind are the fashion nowadays. (To have any dealings 
with the Moscow gang in or outside of the U. N. is 
a continuous blunder.) Probably the free powers will 
be faced with the problem of extricating themselves 
from the tentacles of Middle East Communism in addi- 
tion to dealing with the feud that divides the Semitic 
world. 

During March the present array of gansters direct- 
ing the Soviet Union were busy in efforts to destroy 
the prestige of Joseph Stalin, 
who had been advertised as a

world genius, These temporary 
tyrants evidently felt that un-

the other. In London it was expected that Khrush- 
chev’s cistern-like capacity for absorbing hard liquor 
would enable him to put Britishers under the table. 

Americans generally are in no mood to waste ges: 
tures of special courtesy to Premier Nehru. He has 
a record of partiality toward the Reds extending back 
to the days of Panmonjon, in spite of the generosity 
of the United States in aiding India when its people 
were reported by Nehru to be starving. Congress sent 
wheat to India ostensibly on credit, but actually as a 
gift, which Nehru sold to individuals at a good profit. 
When free-world proposals have been made in the 
U. N. assembly, Nehru has almost invariably taken 
the side of Moscow. His pro-Communiast interest dates 
back to the twenties when he traveled across the con- 
tinents to attend Red International Congresses. His 
reception to Kremlin leaders who more recently visited 
India was marked by undisguised Communist propa- 
ganda. Some of his official notes expressing hostility 
to Pakistan and against American aid to that country 
have been insulting. 

Increasing tension between Israel and the Arab bloc 
brought out a warning from western leaders during 
March, but these leaders gave no information concern. 
ing their plans, if any, for preventing a Middle East 
war. It was admitted that war in that region prob 
ably would ignite a world war; but the Arab-Israe] 
feud is so intense that mere warnings have little ef 
fect, and the antagonists—semites all—seem to be in- 
different to any consequences that might embroil out- 
siders. France, Britain and the United States are 
supposed to hold the whip hand over the Middle East 
if they care to assert their will, but no reliable infor 
mation has been furnished to reassure the anxious 
world that these powers have actually agreed upon a 
plan of action. France has been so deeply involved 
in her domestic and North African troubles that the 
outside world has taken it for granted that Paris was 
forced to thrust the Middle Eastern crisis to one side. 
Britain and the United States have exchanged views, 
it is true, but both governments are under relentless 
pressure from Arabs and Jews, with each adversary 
demanding special concessions which cannot be granted 
unless France can be made a party to the agreements. 

The U. N. council was asked to inquire into the

sale murders that equal the butcheries committed by 
Stalin. The campaign to prove that Stalin was a 
monopolist of butchery is an attempt to convince Rus. 
sians that mass murders can be watered down when 
committed by a gang instead of by one bloody hand, 
Fortunately some of the murderers are themselves 
killed off in the purges. 

Foreign affairs have engrossed the attention of Con- 
gress since President Eisenhower sent in his message 
asking for an enormous increase of foreign-aid spend 
ing and for authority to give ten-year guaranties to 
foreign countries that the United States will keep up 
its spending bargains with them. The latter item is 
the product of Harold Stassen’s genius, and he is cred- 
ited with persuading the President to ask Congress 
for several billions more than were originally budgeted, 
Stassen had charge of the relaxation program in 1954, 
whereby the Soviet Union was enabled to obtain from 
British traders 240 items theretofore under embargo as 
strategic materials. A committee in Congress had 
much difficulty in identifying the culprit who thus

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favored British trade with the Reds, as State Depart- 
ment spokesmen said that publicity in matters of 
trade with the enemy would vex American relations 
with the allies. 

Opposition to the vast increase of foreign aid and 
against ten-year guaranties immediately appeared in 
Congress. In some quarters it was suggested that this 
Congress could not bind a future Congress, but the 
State Department countered by stating that not more 
than $100 million a year would be used and that Con- 
gress would have the right to trim this sum if it 
pleased. This statement at first seemed to satisfy 
some of the committeemen, and it appeared likely that 
the ten-year guaranty would pass, but later a few 
members suggested that under the Stassen giveaway 
system the public works planned would be taken over 
by the Reds in countries that are now in process of 
becoming satellites of Moscow. These public works, 
which require several years in building, include dams 
for power and flood control, canals, railroads, tele 
phone lines, bridges, water and sewer systems, etc. 

When Mr. Stassen was asked for details of his ten- 
year plan he was very vague, and the committees 
learned little. “We are to commit ourselves to export- 
ing a hundred million dollars a year to Communist 
satellites,” said a committee member. 

Mr. Stassen’s proposals would be inexplicable if it 
were not known that he is a devoted “liberal” and in- 
ternationalist who really believes that the masters of 
the Soviet Union are desirous of peace. His readiness 
to expedite British trading with the enemy is ex- 
plained by his fixed conviction that he is promoting 
world peace. In a recent address he claimed that an 
ll-point “pivotal program” elaborated by him had 
been adopted by President Eisenhower, aimed at cur- 
ing the ills of the world. One of these items is a dec- 
laration that “the flow of goods among nations must 
grow.” Another “must” illustrating the interna. 
tionalist views of Mr. Stassen is this: “The United 
Nations should be supported to an increased degree 
in its second decade.” And this: “Armaments must 
be reduced.” Mr, Stassen followed this up by pro- 
posing to Moscow that the American and Red armies 
be cut down to 2,500,000 each. As the Red army num- 
bers at least 4,500,000 and the United States forces 
number only 2,900,000 the Soviet rejection of this pro- 
posal needed no expletives to emphasize it, 

Why President Eisenhower permits Mr, Stassen to 
freely negotiate with the Kremlin junta is a mystery 
to some observers in Congress. They wonder, indeed, 
how Mr. Stassen worked his way into the National 
Security Council and is now virtually a Cabinet mem- 
ber, in spite of his radical aims and his discordant 
relations with other officials, ‘ 

One of the fixed opinions at the Capitol is that 
Harold Stassen is scheduled to become Secretary of 
State if Mr. Dulles drops out, through overwork or 
otherwise. In that event the State Department out- 
look would veer sharply to the left and the United 
States would be on its way to Socialism, along the path 
blazed by the Soviet Union and later followed by 
Great Britain. The trend toward Socialism in Con- 
gress itself has been cause for alarm among conserva- 
tives of both parties. How much this trend will pre- 
vail after the November election is of course specula- 
tive, but this session of Congress is now halfway spent 
and as yet has not put an effective damper upon siphon- 
ing money from the Treasury for foreign and domestic 
socialistic schemes. The success achieved by Mr. Stas- 
sen in thrusting Socialism forward is now looked upon 
by some members of Congress as a matter of policy, 
not to be squarely opposed because it is both nonpar-

tisan and bipartisan, and might defeat any defender 
of true Americanism if he should be too outspoken 
during the campaign. Those who oppose Socialism are 
closely watching the votes in presidential primary 
States, hoping for signs of a reversal of the present 
trend; but the public at large pays little attention to 
the question, apparently, except when a novel and 
huge plan for tapping the Treasury is proposed—but 
the proposal must be both novel and huge to attract 
attention. 

Secretary Dulles has been tireless in his efforts to 
counteract Communist aggression and to strengthen 
the free nations, but many countries are veering to 
the left, France, Italy, Germany, Japan and others. 
Dulles’ efforts have not put an end to Moscow’s aggres- 
sions in countries marked for conquest, nor have the 
free nations succeeded in unifying their defense re- 
sources. France is still bewildered and menaced by 
powerful Red forces in the assembly and government; 
Italy is under great pressure from the Reds and the 
Reds announce that 60,000 Communists will be put 
on the ballot in coming local and national elections; 
Great Britain is torn by dissension over trade with 
the Red enemy in Russia and China, and the Socialist 
Labor Party is growing. Premier Mollett and For- 
eign Minister Pineau of France will visit Moscow this 
aspring—and both London and Washington wili listen 
for inklings of any agreements or understandings af- 
fecting the powers. Britain relies upon French in- 
fluence to assist in opening up war trade, and Tito’s 
Yugoslavia has gone almost completely over to Mos- 
cow. The United States—that is, the administration 
—says little, but if Mr. Stassen retains the privilege 
of liberalizing British trade with the enemy he will 
exercise the privilege according to his fixed conviction 
that he is promoting world peace, whether Congress 
agrees with his ideas or not. 

Meanwhile the nations exchange visits and opinions, 
with no tangible progress except such as is made by 
the Soviet Union in its penetration of the Middle East 
and North Africa. In those regions the Reds are 
gaining ground and will take over fresh satellites un- 
less the west unites its defense forces. 

The world suffers from the blight of atheism, slavery, 
Socialism and Communism—and they are winning the 
cold war. 


Party self-criticism is Communists’ means of con- 
solidating political power. 
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HE most “advanced” front of socialism in America 
Tis probably that symbol of “super power,” the 

Southwestern Power Administration. SPA is the 
advance guard of the world-wide political movement 
that threatens to overrun and socialize not only electric 
power, but all other means of production, distribution 
and consumption, 

The incubation of SPA is a story that typifies the 
“bloodless revolution” through which the country has 
been going. This incipient power trust that is en- 
trenching itself in the states of Missouri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas, Louisiana, and Texas owes its 
existence largely to three men: Carl D,. Thompson, the 
Fabian Socialist, who is no longer among the living, 


buried these ominous words: “Soviet power plus elec- 
tricity equals Communism.” 

The really pregnant conception in Thompson’s book 
was his proposal of “a public super power system” 
which he said “becomes the vital phase of the public 
ownership movement.” Not many years later the 
grand scheme began to materialize in TVA, and more 
recently in the still more grandiose SPA. In various 
Federal jobs under the New Deal, Thompson was 
called to play a part as architect of the new order, 

Stephen Raushenbush, one of the earliest among the 
academic brain-trusters, was a salesman of very differ- 
ent stamp from Thompson. When he arrived at Mecca 
to join Professor Rexford Tugwell and the other eco- 
nomic Frontier 
Thinkers in mak-

ing America over, 
he spoke boldly of 
a “power author- 
ity” with Lenin 
implications 
in the term, Since 
then we have seen 
a variety of such 
“authorities” 


having died a few years ago in full confidence that he 
had built Socialism for the future; Stephen Raushen- 
bush, the “Frontier Thinker,’ who retired from the 
heat of battle, but only to carry on the same ideology 
in the world scene as a United Nations consultant, 
and Douglas Wright, the Nemesis of capitalism, who 
is still administrator of the SPA three vears after 
the advent of a Republican regime in Washington 
bearing a banner of “Private Enterprise.” 

Carl Thompson had seen a vision and heard a voice 
from a burning bush when as secretary of the Public 
Ownership League he published his opus, “Public 
Ownership.” With the true Fabian Socialist instinct, 
he wrote in his Introduction that “in order to put our 
readers at rest from the outset, we are not advocating 
the public ownership of all the means of production, 
nor of all public utilities. In fact, we are not con- 
cerned with the advocacy of public ownership at all. 
... Personally, we subscribe to the individualist’s 
theory of the least amount of state interference, the 
least amount of public ownership possible consistent 
with the highest and greatest good for all and the 
largest degree of freedom and achievement for the 
individual.” 

Having thus conditioned his readers who might re- 
tain a lingering devotion to old fashioned republican 
ways, he went on in the text of the book to praise 
and hold up to applause such communal business ac- 
tivities as the public ownership of fuel yards, ice 
plants, laundries, printing plants, abattoirs, food mar- 
kets, telephone systems, ferries, milk supply, banking, 
grain elevators and mills, state insurance, and even 
funeral management. He cited the efforts being made 
even then (1925) by his “liberal” brothers in Great 
Britain to nationalize the coal mines and railroads, 
a reform that was to be realized 20 years later with 
such disastrous effects upon British economy. 

Thompson had long been a Socialist, having man- 
aged the party’s 1916 presidential campaign. But in 
this book he was not addressing his party comrades. 
So it was necessary to use generous applications of 
literary anesthesia. 

Only once in the book did the author climb down 
off his Fabian Horse. That was when he quoted ap- 
provingly a passage from Nicolai Lenin, in which were 


thumbing their 

noses at horse- 
and-buggy constitutional processes. From Thompson 
to Raushenbush was the transition from the Gironde 
to the Mountain in revolutionary France. 

Thompson had been the nurse of “creeping social- 
ism.” Raushenbush and his buddies lifted Socialism 
to where it could crawl and take its first steps. Doug- 
las Wright came on to put the lusty infant on its feet 
and teach it to walk alone. Boldly, Raushenbush said, 
“Our long-time aim is to make and take every oppor- 
tunity to prove that the plan works. We must force 
our experts on agriculture, trusts, coal, power, sub- 
ways, housing, milk, ete., to tell us correctly which the 
next steps are, and then take them and identify our- 
selves with their success.” His language had some- 
thing of the crispness and authoritarian ring of Marx 
and Engels. 

His plan to destroy the profit system was published 
under his by-line by the Socialist New Leader, even 
before the New Deal war dance. While he occasion- 
ally used menacing language that Thompson was care- 
ful to avoid, Raushenbush subscribed to the idea of 
“gradual encroachment.” In a piece entitled “Some 
Measures in Transition,” he admitted that “it is not 
pleasant to give up the dream of violent triumph,” but

warned that Americans would not stand for a violent 
overthrow, as so many of his team-mates were advo- 
cating. 

Then he became specific and practical when he urged 
infiltration of key government agencies, indoctrination 
of college students, and the luring of farmers through 
cooperatives and labor unions. “One good man inside 
a government bureau can do more to perfect the tech- 
nique of control over industry than a hundred men 
outside,” he said, 

When Franklin Roosevelt threw off his mask and 
began to unfold the New Deal plans, infiltration of 
government no longer required finesse. Raushenbush, 
along with platoons of other professors and young 
Harvard lawyers, with eyes on the main chance, was 
called to Washington to put his theories into action. 

Although the TVA and Rural Electrification acts 
gave the Thompson-Raushenbush policies a big push, 
they and other Socialists were far from being satisfied. 
Particularly, they fretted over two limitations that 
kept REA from supplying towns of more than 1,500 
population and from building steam-generating plants 
and high-power transmission lines. Something had to 
be done about that, and fighting the battle out in 
Congress was too slow for these reformers in a hurry. 

In 1944 the Raushenbush crowd induced the tired 
old man in the White House to create the Southwest- 
ern Power Administration as an offshoot of the Flood 
Control Act of that year. Flood control has always 
been a beautiful front for the socializers, since to op- 
pose anything labeled “flood control” is like opposing 
Giod and Mother and the Home. It had provided the 
successful dodge by which TVA was put over, Con- 
gress did not authorize BPA. It was formed by de- 
cree from Interior Secretary Ickes, supposedly as an 
agency to market the output of hydro-electric energy 
produced at government flood control dams, The de 
sign, nowhere stated at the time, was a system of 
linked-up hydro and steam plants on the model of the 
Ontario Hydroelectric Commission, which Thompson 
and Raushenbush so admired, Step by step, the pri- 
vate power utilities were to be pushed out of the pic 
ture, as in fact had been done in George Norris’ State 
of Nebraska. 

When President Roosevelt was appointing a man 
to manage SPA, he asked for a rough, tough hombre 
who could tame the “unprincipled” utilities. “Don’t 
bring me a panty waist,” he snapped. The Raushen- 
bush boys went into a huddle and came up with Doug- 
las G. Wright, who met the specifications ideally. He 
is a swashbuckler who affects cowboy boots and ten- 
gallon hata. He stands six feet four, weighs 220 
pounds, can be affable as long as he has his way, but 
loves a fight. His right hand is broken and abnormal. 
ly swollen, it is said, from eonnecting with too many 
chins that failed to wag agreement with his orders. 
When he disagrees with a private utility spokesman 
in public, the popular four-letter words—one of the 
mildest of which is “liar’-——come readily from his 
tongue. 

Wright is a West Pointer and a post-graduate of 
the late Senator Norris’ school for socializing America. 
He once told a Senate committee that Norris had taken 
him up on a mountain and shown him “the New Jeru- 
salem” of government-controlled electric power. It 
was Wright who handled the program that drove pri- 
vate power companies out of Nebraska. 

His hard-boiled attitude is reflected in the organiza- 
tion he has built up in SPA. When an Ozarks farmer 
complained to a transmission line construction official 
that a crew of workmen had left open a pasture gate 
and turned the farmer’s cows out onto the highway, 
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he was told profanely that the construction foreman 
had more important things to think about than “your 
gates and cows.” Easements over farm land are re 
ported in some instances to be obtained in this same 
like-it-or-lump-it way, with absurdly low appraisals of 
the damage done to farms by transmission lines. “They 
seem to think us hill farmers don’t know enough to 
go to court and protect our interests,” is the way one 
individualist put it. 

Since REA was formed to distribute power to rural 
areas not already served by private utilities, and is 
expressly forbidden by Congress to construct steam 
generating plants and build long-distance, high-power 
transmission lines in direct competition with private 
enterprise, how has SPA been able to do both these 
things? It is a part of the usual evasive pattern by 
which Socialism has been insinuated into the republic. 
The trick in this case was to divert to this purpose 
money from the agency’s continuing fund. The In- 
terior Department permits REA to replenish this fund 
perpetually from any and all REA general funds, in 
order to provide large sums for SPA expansion. A 
blank check has thus been given to a government bu- 
reau to spend millions annually without congressional 
authorization, appropriation, or control. The present 
administration has somewhat restrained this defiance 
of the clear intent of Congress, but without prohibiting 
the practice, 

The private power utilities in the six Southwestern 
States have protested unsuccessfully that for REA to 
lend millions out of its continuing fund to SPA with 
which to finance Carl Thompson’s super co-op power 
system is a subterfuge to ignore and by-pass the Con- 
gress. They have offered repeatedly to buy the full 
energy output of government hydro plants being mar- 
keted by SPA, but Douglas Wright scorns this pro- 
posal. The private companies find that they cannot 
go into court for an adjudication of the question, 

The crux of the situation seems to be that as the 
REA enthusiasts go out of their appointed sphere 
and begin to compete with the private companies for 
urban consumers they desperately need some price ad- 
vantage to hold their own. This advantage they hope 
to obtain by getting all their energy direct from Fed- 
eral sources, with the resulting price differential being 
paid for by all the people in higher taxes. Since hydro- 
electric power is commonly not dependable the year 
round, but must be “firmed up” at certain seasons by 
power from steam plants, they want more steam plants 
owned and operated by the government.

MERICAN industrial supremacy is a result of 

more than efficient management and hard work- 

ing labor. Scientific research and ingenuity 
have given our industry the tools and methods that 
have led to this leadership. Without sufficient capital 
for experiment our progress would be halted.

The life of a project at Armour Research Founda- 
tion, from the gleam in the eye of a research director 
to final report, runs a normal course, An industrial 
executive talks to Foundation people about a problem, 
and they agree on what the company desires. The 
Foundation estimates the cost of a specific research 
program for the prospective sponsor. If the company 
accepts the proposal, a contract is signed. 

Now the work begins. One man takes charge of 
the problem, but he is assisted by a team of experts 
in diverse fields. 

A steering committee, made up of members of both 
the Foundation and the spon- 
soring company, meets regular-

Research Foundation of Illinois Institute of Technol- 
ogy in Chicago, where 650 scientists pool talents full- 
time on dozens of research projects. They’re shaping 
the things we consumers will be buying next year and 
in 1960. 

A visitor to the Foundation sees dozens of labora- 
tories and offices which occupy three and one-half 
acres of floor space in eleven buildings. He learns 
that the staff handles about 300 projects, large and 
small, each year, and that sponsors invest there more 
than $4,000,000 annually. 

The story of the Foundation is one of growth and 
teamwork. “We started out in the depression year of 
1936 with three people,” Dr. Haldon A. Leedy, director 
of Armour, told me, “and we have been growing since 
because of our ‘Armour Plan.’” 

The “Armour Plan” is a method of pooling the 
brain and experience of the Foundation’s entire staff 
in order to solve a problem. A chemical engineer, a 
metallurgist, a ceramist, a physicist, and an electrical 
engineer may all co-operate on one project. This is 
group research, scientific application of the saying, 
“Two heads are better than one.” So far the Founda- 
tion has served more than 2,300 sponsors, and many 
companies have had programs at Armour for several 
years. 

A non-profit organization, the Foundation began as 
an idea: research services to industry’s order. Operat- 
ing without endowment, the organization has supple- 
mented its sponsors’ research facilities and offered 
smaller companies an opportunity to hire trained peo- 
ple and expensive equipment for their own specific 
problems. It is a place where a company can farm 
out its research under contract, then own the results 
later. 

“Scientific achievement is a dynamic, not a static 
affair,” Dr. Leedy contends. “We must run fast to stay 
where we are; to move ahead we must run still faster.” 

The Foundation operates at the tempo of industry. 
The lights in the labs burn late, and staff members 
take bulging briefcases home at night. The staff is 
young and enthusiastic. Its members eat, sleep, talk 
research, and spend intense hours over notebooks and 
reports. They are outstanding graduates of technical 
schools around the world, men who have done indus- 


lant, suitable for use on paper: 
board cartons, This helps to re- 
duce warehouse losses, estimated as high as a billion 
dollars a year. It can also stop dry-rot fungus in 
building materials, kill weeds, and remove sizing ma- 
terial from cotton goods, 


The upper air will get its temperature taken by a 
metal sphere ejected from a rocket. The cannonball, 
which is 18 inches in diameter and filled with the in- 
struments for measuring heat from all directions, is 
an important step to the current satellite program. 

Other research covers a broad field, from railroad 
‘ars to phonograph needles. For an oil producers’ 
association, chemists are looking for an inexpensive 
surface active agent that will help obtain more oil 
from existing wells. 

By checking soil and plants for infinitely small 
amounts of minerals, scientists expect to put more 
nourishing steaks on your table. The hunt began in 
the soil itself. Scientists and gourmets discovered 
that fat, juicy steaks aren’t what they used to be— 
at least not from a nutritional standpoint. Their con- 
clusion was that something must be missing from the 
diet of the cattle, 

“Ordinary fertilizers which feed phosphorus, potas- 
sium, and calcium to the soil have been found want-

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ing,” explained Arthur J. Middledorf, associate physi- 
cist at the Foundation. “The soil also needs replace- 
ments for incredibly small amounts—mere traces—of 
such elements as cobalt, molybdenum, manganese, zinc, 
copper and iodine.” 

One of these “trace” elements which exist in such 
minute quantities that they must be measured in parts 
per million or leas, is cobalt. As little as one ounce 
of this mineral in feed has been estimated as enough 
to keep 200 sheep or cattle healthy for one year. With 
no cobalt in their diet, cattle waste away and die, 
helplessly crippled. 

“But a whole host of other elements seems to be 
needed for healthy growth of animals and plants,” 
Middledorf said. “One sixteenth of an ounce of moly- 
bdenum over an acre of soil was found to improve a 
teat fleld of legumes in Australia. Zinc, copper, man- 
ganese, iodine, and probably many more elements are 
also required.” 

Better soils mean better plants, which in turn mean 
better animals and better health for more people—all 
this from the “excess” profits of business. 


Armour engineers are searching for a material to 
spread over ice in rivers and lakes to melt it earlier 
in the spring and give us a longer navigation season. 

Electrical engineers built a mobile laboratory con- 
taining a ton and one half of electronic instruments 
to measure what happens in big guns when they are 
fired, Studies of construction materials such as lath, 
plaster, and lightweight aggregate for concrete promise 
less expensive, sturdier buildings, 

Chemical detectives at the Foundation’s National 
Registry of Rare Chemicals can tell you where to find 
and obtain any one of 18,000 hard-to-find compounds. 
Each year they get about 8,000 requests from scientists 
all over the world. Registry files contain requests 
which run the gamut of research problems from the 
ridiculous to the tragic—from requests by eccentrics 
with their panaceas for world ills to desperately last 
minute attempts to save human life. The amount of 
time the Registry has saved the world’s scientists 
would be impossible to estimate. Physicists with sound 
level meters have been touring the streets of Chicago 
for montha, on the trail of big city noises. Results 
of their exhaustive survey will be available to all cities 
which need to know more about noise and its causes 
before they write anti-noise ordinances, 


The Foundation’s International Division, with head- 
quarters in Mexico City, specializes in research for 
other countries, providing the same impartial, non- 
profit, non-political industrial research available in the 
United States. This service is believed to be unique, 
the only one of its kind actually operating offices and 
laboratories outside the United States—a ubiquitous, 
a'truistic model aiding all society and mankind. The 
Economic Commission for Latin America of the U. N. 
selected the Foundation to report on the technological 
problems of Latin America, and the means available 
for their solution, 

A wax product worth $20,000,000 in annual exports 
and the first stable, dry, tortilla flour acceptable to 
the Mexican public are among the successful projects. 
During the war a process was developed for extracting 
quinine and other anti-malaria drugs from the cin. 
chona tree of Chiapas to allow Mexico to produce in- 
dependent supplies of these materials, The Foundation 
has served in specific problems in Haiti, Puerto Rico, 
and Argentina, and has begun work for the develop- 
ment of El Salvador. 

In one of the Foundation’s laboratories where pre 
cision electrical measurements are made is a clock 
which is accurate to the second over a 55-day period. 


Scattering Gamma Rays at Armour Research Foundation 
“Hot” Laboratory, Chicago: 


An engine laboratory runs day and night, where physi- 
cists can blow up a dime to milewide size on an electron 
microscope. 

There is a miniature foundry and a laboratory where 
insulation materials are evaluated, and a press that 
puts a million and a half pounds per square inch 
squeeze on a specimen. An electronic computer can 
solve complex equations 50 times as fast as an able 
mathematician. A microtome slicing instrument for 
preparing specimens to put under a microscope, could 
section a penny into more than 10,000 circular slices. 

Among the test tubes and microscopes are the peo- 
ple: Marvin Camras, inventor of modern magnetic re- 
cording, for example, and Tony Opiola, who blows 
glass into complicated shapes for lab use. Or Clark 
Thorp, chairman of chemistry and chemical] engineer- 
ing, who helped industry tame ozone for its use, and 
Dr, Francis W, Godwin, director of the International 
Division, who is a specialist on research for other 
countries. All 650 of these people are specialists, 
whether typist or atom prober, accountant or chemist. 
Around the conference table, over a Bunsen burner, 
or bowling in the Foundation’s league, they are part 
of the Armour Plan in action. 

“Without a staff of good research people there is 
nothing,” Dr. Leedy states frequently. “The most com- 
plex facilities in the finest buildings are worthless 
without them.”

The Communists and their fellow-travelers in the

pacities; Molotov, who acted as Foreign Commissar, 
all composing the present day “collective dictatorship,” 
are now attempting to wash the blood of the purges 
under Stalin, off their own hands.

Rumpus on the Campus 


The former Vassar College psychology professor, 
Lloyd Barenblatt, has been convicted for contempt of 
Congress by District Judge Alexander Holtzoff who 
has given the professor the usual period for an appeal, 
before announcing the sentence, states it can be six 
months imprisonment and $250 in fines. 

The professor who refused to testify as to whether 
or not he was a Communist following charges by an- 
other witness that he was known to be a Communist, 
was fired by Vassar after he had been subpoenaed by 
the Congressional Committee. For some reason Vassar 
escaped the notice of the American Association of 
University Professors, who recently censored five col. 
leges for firing faculty members, who, while witnesses, 
invoked the Fifth Amendment when questioned about 
Communist connections, or for refusing to sign loyalty 
oaths, 

The five colleges censored by the Professors union 
were the University of California, Ohio State Univer- 
sity, Rutgers, New Brunswick, Temple, Philadelphia 
and Jefferson Medical College (Philadelphia). 


Prof’s Support Defiance to Authority 


At the same time the Professors organization com- 
mended the following colleges for supporting faculty 
members under accusation; University of Chicago, Cor- 
nell, Harvard, John Hopkins, Mass. Tech., and Sarah 
Lawrence College. The professors association also 
dodged the American University (Wash., D. C.) firing 
of Professor Fuchs. In this instance Fuchs volunteered 
information to the Congressional Committee regarding 
his own past membership in the Party and named 
scores of others who had served in Red cells in the gov- 
ernment with him, whereupon, the University Board 
fired him. This is a case in reverse and the professors 
do not appear to be concerned over the professors 
plight in this case which involves firing of a professor 
for freely cooperating with a Congressional Commit- 
tee. 

Marcus Singer, a Cornell University zoology pro- 
fessor, convicted of contempt of Congress recently 
was accused of unlawfully refusing to answer ques 
tions when he appeared before the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities in May, 1953. Singer went 
with Cornell in 1951. 

U. 8. District Judge Burnita Matthews, who tried 
the case without a jury in January, acquitted Singer 
on nine counts, but convicted him on one, 

The indictment originally contained 22 counts, but 
12 were thrown out in the course of the trial. 

Singer could be sentenced up to a year in jail and 
fined $1,000. No date for sentencing was fixed. 

The charge on which Judge Matthews convicted 
Singer was his refusal to say whether he had attended 
Communist meetings with certain persons while he was 
on the Harvard faculty between 1938 and 1951. 

In another instance the U, 8. Government has re- 
fused the application for a passport to Professor Ar- 
thur J. Kraus, naturalized American, who hails from 
Poland as a D-P, and who while teaching at the City 
College of New York, went on a hunger strike in pro. 
teat to rumored polish treatment of Jews during the 
war, and who since has been carrying on a fight for 
reinstatement to his post. 

Kraus wants to sojourn to Europe to promote in 
terest in the United National Human Rights Covenant, 
but the United States contends he would become a 
public charge over there. 

His passport was pulled by the American consulate 
in Costa Rico in 1951 on the grounds that his activities

there were fostering a flood of queries and because his 
presence there was undesirable. The government paid 
his expenses back to New York.

TAX MONTH THIS IS THE MONTH IN WHICH 

the citizen will squirm and pay 
his tax. He knows—everybody knows—that taxes ean 
and should be reduced. The provident citizen pre- 
pares beforehand to meet this month’s demands from 
his government—but who is provident in preparing 
the ground for tax reduction? Nobody, apparently, in 
or out of Congress, is giving any thought to this. 
Nearly every proposal pending in Congress calls for 
spending, and the total expenditure now proposed runs 
into billions. The excuse is made that this is election 
year and that voters can be attracted by generous 
spending. Last year there were vague remarks indi- 
cating that somebody would come out for tax redue- 
tion just before election this year, but now all parties 
seem to agree that big spending and not big savings 
will best attract votes. 

If any tax reduction should be made before Novem- 
ber it probably will be more than offset by increased 
spending for new projects. And yet, how easily Con- 
gress could lift part of the tax burden from citizens 
by taking part of the Hoover Commission report and 
making it effective! Is it necessary that the people 
should pay taxes required to buy, store and distribute 
a supply of hamburgers to last 719 months, or for a 
79-months’ supply of canned beef and gravy, some of 
which was bought in 1948? Is it necessary for the 
Veterans Bureau to maintain a storage warehouse 
next door to the General Services warehouse in Wil- 
mington, California? The Navy refuses to have its 
food procurement looked after by the Army, and thus 
feeds its men twice the amount of potato rations al- 
lowed to the Army—but the Army gives its men twice 
as many eggs as the Navy men are allowed; all over- 
lapping, duplicating, wasting tax money. The com- 
mission’s task force reported that in the food and 
clothing supply system for the armed services “there 
is a complete lack of teamwork between purchasing 
and stock management functions with the result that 
the right hand doesn’t know what the left hand is 
doing.” 

The Hoover Commission has made scores of recom- 
mendations which could lead to better management 
and lower taxes. Unless some reforms are made, the 
government will consume five or six years in selling 
for a few cents on the dollar some of the billions of 
supplies it has on hand.

THE BLENDING OF RACES the United States 


Supreme Court made it a rule to avoid decisions on 
major and fundamental constitutional questions if 
possible, and to confine its rulings to specific issues 
in particular cases, In recent years it has departed 
from this rule, with consequences which have dimin- 
ished the profound respect for the court by many 
people, but which have not thrown new light upon 
the Constitution. It is a practice fraught with danger 
when the Nation’s chief interpreter of its charter ab- 
ruptly disturbs or discards constitutional laws long 
obeyed by the people. A maxim frowning upon this 
practice has been impressed upon lawyers and jurists 
from the beginning of civilization. 


It is now evident that the Supreme Court ruling 
which seeks to supersede the system established 80 
years ago by the same court, providing for separate, 
but equal educational facilities for public school chil- 
dren, is an unnecessary and most mischievous intrusion 
upon public tranquility and happiness and it has re- 
opened a sore long ago healed. The new decision pays 
no regard for insuring domestic tranquility, which is 
the third objective of the Constitution, and which de- 
serves at least a moment’s consideration in view of the 
assaults made upon it by native and alien agitators.

THE ATTACK ON OUR SECURITY PROGRAM

Eisenhower regime, which discovered that Peterson 
was suspected of stealing highly classified material 
from the National Security Agency files. After a 
slight delay Peterson confessed to the theft of top- 
secret documents. Among these was the North Korean 
political security code used by the Communists in the 
Korean War. Another document consisted of notes, 
written by Peterson, of material which the government 
still refuses to identify because of potential repercus- 
sions on Capitol Hill and in capitals throughout the 
world. Peterson was convicted and sentenced to seven 
years in a Federal penitentiary. 

On October 3, 1952, Dwight D. Eisenhower told a 
Milwankee audience: “All of us—citizens, jurists, offi- 
cials—must remember that the Bill of Rights contains 
no grant of privilege for a group of people to join to- 
gether to destroy the Bill of Rights. A group—like 
the Communist conspiracy—dedicated to the ultimate 
destruction of all civil liberties cannot be allowed to 
claim civil liberties as its sanctuary from which to 
carry on subversion of the government. 

“To work for the United States Government is a 
privilege, not a right. And it is the prerogative of the 
government to set the strictest test upon the loyalty 
and the patriotism of those entrusted with our nation’s 
safety. Every official of government must bear clear 
responsibility for the loyalty and fitness of his own 
immediate subordinates. And every official of the 
Federal government—on every level—must ever be 
ready to answer every question from appropriate 
sources on his loyalty to the United States.” 

In spite of the fact that the loyalty and security 
program has uncovered many prominent American 
public officials as having doubtful loyalty to the United 
States or as constituting a security risk, and in spite 
of the increasing Soviet threat to America, the loyalty 
and security program as well as anti-Communist legis- 
lation is under greater fire today than ever before. Re- 
cently 360 prominent Americans urged the Supreme 
Court to declare unconstitutional the Internal Security 
Act of 1950. The signers included eighty clergymen, 
seventy-six educators, twenty-five writers, thirteen law- 
yers, and one United States Senator. The Daily Work- 
er of September 16th listed the more prominent signers 
of this petition. A non-Communist publication of Sep- 
tember 24th published the entire list of signers.

the government security program. One of the main 
lines of attack stemming from the case of Professor 
J. Punnett Peters of Yale is to force government secur- 
ity agencies to reveal sources of confidential informa- 
tion. The idea seems to be to take away the rights 
of the vast majority to protect themselves in order 
to safeguard the rights of a small group whose devo- 
tion to the United States Constitution is very much in 
question. 

When Attorney-General Herbert Brownell, Jr., took 
his oath of office on January 23, 1953, he was handed 
a secret report from J, Edgar Hoover of the FBI. It 
presented a startling picture of Communist penetration 
of the government and named individuals who should 
be seized immediately in the event of war with Soviet 
Russia (as provided for in the Internal Security Act 
of 1950). Hoover submitted to his new chief for re- 
consideration the names of forty-eight government of- 
ficials and employees, cleared under the Truman loyal- 
ty program, but who were considered “most critical 
cases of Communist infiltration or subversion.” Among 
these forty-eight were the following: 

1. A State Department Foreign Service officer, re- 
sponsible for employment of known Communist spies 
with direct Soviet embassy contacts in sensitive posi- 
tions in the Justice Department, 
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2. A United States information officer, closely asso- 
ciated with Communists and pro-Communists while 
attached to an American embassy in Latin America. 

4. A top United Nations economist, member of the 
United Publie Workers of America, expelled by the 
for Communist-domination, 

4. An Interior Department engineer on a federal 
project supplying hydro-electric power to key atomic 
installations, and formerly employed by the Soviet 
purchasing agency, currently contacted by Soviet of- 
ficials, including espionage agents known to he operat 
ing among federal workers. 

Efforts by the United States Government to get rid 
of these types of publie officials are now being ham- 
strung and attacked by several groups, the Hennings 
subcommittee, the Fund for the Republic, and a host 
of others whose main effort is directed not against 
Communism, but against anti-Communism. 

Communist infiltration and subversion are facts too 
well established to be ignored, As far back as 1933. 
Communists and Communist collaborators, including 
Soviet spies, began to penetrate into government 
agencies. During World War IT, secret Communists 
achieved positions of great power, particularly in the 
State Department, Treasury Department. Labor Rela- 
tions Board, War Production Board, and the office of 
the President, It is high time that crities of the loval- 
ty and security program acknowledge that there has 
been serious Communist penetration in government, 
that the country cannot overlook their aggregate men- 
ace, and that the government as well as industry must 
have the right to fire, or refuse to hire, persons whose 
discretion or loyalty is in doubt. 
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J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, made a statement on November 13, 
1954, which needs to be read and re-read by those 
Americans who are all too prone to criticize any and 
all efforts on the part of the United States Govern- 
ment to defend itself against Communist subversion 


or potential subversion. He stated: “Unfortunately, 
there are many seemingly well-educated and intelligent 
people in our country who have not yet awakened to 
the realization of the world-wide perils which are a 
potential threat to our own peace and security .. . 
still too many citizens who are prone to scoff and un- 
der estimate the Communist menace, 

“This nation is a reality today because it was 
founded by people dedicated to win and hold their 
freedom. It will remain a fact only if there is ade- 
quate security to maintain the freedoms won by blood 
and toil. There can be no compromise with the forces 
that have as their aim the plowing under of our free 
way of living. 

“Pseudo-liberals, who seek to conceal themselves bhe- 
hind the cloak of liberalism, have been beguiled, cap- 
tivated and perverted because they have not been con- 
scious of the horror, duplicity, and godlessness of 
atheistic Communism, The eager readiness of some 
in this group to attack every one and everything re 
lated to the efforts to expose the Communist con- 
spiracy in this country is hardly the mark of a true 
‘liberal.’ Indeed, the true liberal is opposed to every- 


thing Communism represents, for the very nature of 
Communism is the antithesis of liberalism.” 


Noting that “these are critical times and we are in 
a fight for survival,” the Cireuit Court of Cook County, 
Illinois, has upheld the constitutionality of the Illinois 
law requiring loyalty oaths for Government employees. 

Judge Julius H. Miner, who handed down the de- 
cision ‘said, “School teachers are the advance guard 
of our freedom. Our future depends on their fidelity. 
It is vital that our youth eultivate and retain a firm 
belief in the American ideals. 

“A teacher who is devoid of loyalty to our Govern- 
ment and the basic principles of our democratic so- 
ciety is not to be trusted in so sensitive an area. 

“In the desperate battle for youths’ minds, the state 
must protect the integrity of its schools against their 
perversion to subversive ends.”

Hinton was accused of writing his two sisters from 
China, saying, “So far I have seen no evidence of the 
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anti American feeling that is supposed to be rampant 
here. This worries me a little since it indicates the 
people have not yet learned who their enemies are.” 
When Senators asked him if he wrote the letter, Hin- 
ton invoked the Fifth Amendment. 


Legion Renews Attack on Fund 


The American Legion’s national commander has 
called on the Federal government to find ways to halt 
spending by the tax free “Fund for the Republic,” set 
up with a $15 million endowment from the Ford Foun. 
dation. Legion Commander J. Addington Wagner 
said, “In the final analysis we seek an abrupt halt 
to any present or future projects of the Fund for the 
Republic, or any other group which gives comfort 
and aid to the work being done in this country by Com- 
munists and their fellow-travelers.” 

At about the same time Dr. Robert M. Hutchins, 
head of the Fund for the Republic was declaring pub 
licly his views that some of the methods employed to 
combat Communism were as dangerous as Communism, 

Dr. Hutchins indicated Commander Wagner's at- 
tacks on the Fund had not “in the slightest” curbed 
the Fund’s activities.

HE year 1776 was calamitous in our history. The 

patriot cause was on the verge of ruin. The 

gravest question was where to get supplies to 
sustain the struggling little army.

In July, 1776, Silas Deane arrived in Paris and held 
an interview clandestinely with Count de Vergennes, 
the French Foreign Minister, which was mutually 
satisfactory.

made them known to the ministry. The hour was at 
hand for England to be reduced; but France and 
Spain were not able to act in a military way. They 
were ready however, to give the Revolutionists assist- 
ance in military stores and money, surreptitiously. 

The enthusiasm of the young French nobility for 
America’s freedom had a marked effect upon the court, 
and it must be considered that the unfortunate sov- 
ereign who then had been placed on the French throne, 
had high notions of prerogative and right. He wished 
to help America, provided this aid could be given se- 
cretly. He had already been converted to the cause 
of American freedom by one of his courtiers—Caron 
de Beaumarchais. 

Beaumarchais was one of the most remarkable 
characters in history. He was taught to be a watch- 
maker, and was such a good one that he became watch- 
maker to the king and the king’s mistresses. He was 
attractive, witty and a great opportunist. By doing 
a favor to a banker, he managed to amass a fortune, 
and bought his way into court, where he bombarded 
the king with letters and won him over to the American 
cause. He was known throughout France as not only 
one of its richest men but a gifted dramatist. Among 
his many popular plays, he wrote “The Marriage of 
Figaro” and “The Barber of Seville.” He gained 
great power over the king, who appointed him his 
personal agent and sent him to London to spy upon 
English affairs. There he met Arthur Lee, sent by 
the secret committee of the Continental Congress upon 
the same mission. 

Beaumarchais informed Lee that the king was pre- 
pared to send to the United Colonies at that time 
200,000 louis d’ors in arms, ammunition and specie, 
and that more would follow. To disarm suspicion 
(for they were bearding the lion in his den) it was 
agreed that supplies and remittances were to be sent 
by way of Cape Francois and under the name of a 
fictious commerr.al firm—*“Roderique, Hortalez and 
Company.” Beaumarchais in this transaction assumed 
the name of this firm, and Lee that of Mary Johnson. 

Beaumarchais then went back to Paris, where he 
met Silas Deane, and proposed the same plan he had 
broached to Lee in London. Under the auspices of 
these two the plan began to take shape. Deane, a 
Connecticut pettifogger, and jack of all trades, was 
a sort of ambassador on his own initiative. He was 


The king sanctioned the plan, and assumed secretly 
a considerable part of the financial burden. This was 
to be shared also by wealthy Frenchmen, whose names 
(if they really contributed) have never been divulged. 
The king thought first of having a real merchant as his 
business executor, but later chose a mythical merchant 
—a role which the dramatist Beaumarchais was emi. 
nently fitted to fill. 

Beaumarchais promised military supplies of all 
kinds to outfit an American army of 25,000 men, and 
the Continental Congress was to pay when it was able 
to do so, Beaumarchais had no doubt that he would 
be ultimately reimbursed, Congress was to pay the 
current price of goods in America plus a commission 
proportioned to the trouble and responsibility which 
fell to the lot of “Hortalez and Company.” A con- 
tract to this effect was made between Beaumarchais 
and Deane, who posed as a private merchandising 
consignee. 

Not trusting Deane, Beaumarchais penned a letter 
directly to the Secret Committee of Congress and told 
it that he had established an extensive commercial 
house, solely for the purpose of supplying it with all 
things needed. He announced that without waiting 
for its consent he had already procured 200 cannon, 
200,000 pounds of powder, 20,000 muskets together 
with ball lead, and clothing. He said nothing about 
the king in his letter, for the king had chosen to re. 
main in the background. He signed the letter, with 
many flourishes: “Roderique, Hortalez and Company.” 
Congress, on the receipt of this letter, confirmed 
Deane’s contract and agreed to pay for all cargoes, 
shipped or to be shipped. 

As a matter of fact, the French king had already 
advanced to Congress from the royal treasury 
through Beaumarchais one million livres, and another 
million was placed at France’s disposal to the same 
end by the king of Spain. 

Having disposed of these preliminaries, Beaumar 
chais’ energy knew no bounds. His ships—Le Ver- 
ragus, L’Amphitrite, Le Flamand, Le Mercure, La 
Therese, La Marie Catharine and the rest, 40 in all 
left various French ports fully loaded and armed in 
the dead of night and sailed westward around Cape 
Francois. Of the first three departing ships two were 
overhauled by a British man of war. The third, bear. 
ing the brave Baron Von Steuben as a passenger (Beau- 
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marchais gave him passage and loaned him money) 
came to port in New Hampshire. 

This was during the summer of 1776; a summer 
made memorable by two events. Congress published 
to the world that the colonies were free and independ- 
ent states, and a diplomatic mission headed by Benja- 
min Franklin was ordered to Paris to solicit the al- 
liance of France. Franklin did not reach Paris, in 
those days of slow sailing ships until November. While 
he was negotiating for open French alliance with Ver- 
gennes, he left the management of secret aid to Deane. 
Beaumarchais, with Deane’s approval, had dispatched 
to America eight shiploads of military stores, of the 
value of more than 8,000,000 livres. These supplies 
were drawn mostly from the royal arsenals, It was 
an extraordinary transaction. Veiled by a fog of 
secrecy these ships from Hortalez crossed and re- 
crossed the Atlantic many times during a period of 
leas than a year, directed by the enterprise of one 
man, who while he superintended their loading was 
directing his theatrical companies besides. His en- 
ergy was boundless. 

Lee had goae te Madrid and Berlin, where he met 
the same frustration that met the congressional en- 
voys to other capitals of Europe. Lee then went to 
Paris, and the legation was also joined by John Adams 
from The Hague. By the influence of the Lee-Adams 
faction in Congress Deane was relieved, being accused 
of personal profit in his dealings with Beaumarchais 
(a charge which was never proved) and of using his 
position to give foreign officers passage to America, 
with unauthorized assurance of high rank and pay in 
the continental army. Beaumarchais, however, went 
on drawing on the French treasury for money and on 
the French arsenals for the vital supplies that kept 
Washington's army on its feet during those dark days. 
His commercial company operated on a stupendous 
scale. Where and how all his ships appeared so sud- 
denly upon the scene staggers the imagination. In 
May, 1777—the year he finished “The Marriage of 
Figaro” and began his famous opera, “The Barber of 
Seville’—he left Paris for Marseilles to dispatch two 
of his vessels to the United States and was present at 
Rochelle to give the flotilla a sendoff. To their safety 
he had pledged his private fortune. If they had met 
misfortune either by storms or capture by the British 
navy he would have been ruined. 

While these voyages were in progress, Doctor Frank- 
lin conferred with Vergennes secretly. He was in- 
structed to offer the French king the military aid of 
the United States in the conquest of the West Indies. 
But assurances were unnecessary, At the close of 
1777, the sky over America had grown brighter, The 
surrender of Burgoyne (October, 1777) gave assurance 
to France of a successful Revolution. 

The duplicity of Louiv XVI of France is shown in 
a letter he wrote at this time to his uncle, Charles IV 
of Spain, This letter was brought to light in 1793 
after Louis had lost his head in the French Revolution. 
He told his uncle that he had “agreed not to inter- 
meddle in the American war, treating both sides as 
English.” He then asserted that since England was 
their mutual inveterate enemy, it was to their ad- 
vantage to thenceforth treat with the United States 
in order to prevent its future reunion with the mother 
country. In accordance with a Bourbon pact it was 
necessary that the king of Spain should be consulted 
before any French treaty could be ratified. It took 
until February, 1778, before Charles would consent. 
Then France and Spain together acknowledged the in- 
dependence of the United States of America. Frank- 
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lin’s hoped-for treaty of alliance was made, and the 
two kings agreed not to lay down their arms till the 
war should be terminated. 

When Louis XVI threw off his disguise, the fictitious 
firm of Hortalez and Company went out of existence. 
Beaumarchais was transformed overnight from a 
champion of liberty into a charlatan who, when he did 
not receive prompt payment, wailed loudly that he had 
been treated by the young American republic with 
rank injustice and ingratitude. 


He was the last, and most brilliant of the peculiar 
breed of secret agents who characterized the reigns 
of the last two Bourbons of France. In two Revolu- 
tions he had lost his fortune, and by the French revo- 
lution he almost lost his head, like his patron the 
king. He survived, however, to become the star actor 
of many law suits with the Continental Congress, con- 
tinued by his heirs for fifty years. He demanded of 
Congress full payment for all the supplies sent by 
Hortalez and Company. 

In the Treaty of 1781 the French signers declared 
that the king has sent 3,000,000 livres in specie to the 
United States. Congress acknowledge it had received 
only two million. Beaumarchais was boldly accused 
of having appropriated the other million. This he 
strenuously denied. The canceled check has come to 
light on which was written in the king’s own hand- 
writing the word “Bon,” by which it would appear 
that Beaumarchais was the political as well as the 
commercial agent of the king. 

In March, 1778, Congress not knowing what other 
course to pursue by which it could keep the invaluable 
friendship of France, paid Beaumarchais $20,000 on 
account, and promised to pay the remainder at a more 
auspicious day. 

Franklin and Lee violently protested, and sent as 
the voucher to their protest the treaty of alliance and 
commerce they had just made. They strongly advised 
that they as commissioners be delegated to make all 
future settlements. Their request having been granted, 
they immediately applied to the French government 
for further information on this veiled subject, where- 
upon the king coolly denied all knowledge of Roderi- 
que, Hortalez and Company, or that he had sanctioned 
any aid to the United Colonies. Beaumarchais, he 
said, had been permitted to take supplies from public 
arsenals, only on condition that they should be re- 
placed. 

Congress decided it was its best policy to yield to 
the deception. It could not afford to offend “His 
Most Christian Majesty” Louis XVI of France, Con- 
gressional drafts were issued in favor of Beaumarchais 
and sent to the commissioners in Paris as fast as a 
swift sailing ship could carry them. The amount 
signed for at the time was about $400,000, and these 
drafts were ultimately paid. In January, 1779, Con- 
gress by an official resolution declared that the revolu- 
tionary supplies sent by the French were emphatically 
not gifts. This gave entire validity to the claims of 
Beaumarchais. Congress at another time paid him 
half a million dollars. This did not end the suits. 
In addition to 2,000,000 livres in specie, a debt in- 
curred prior to the Treaty of 1778, there were 6,000,000 
livres charged up to 1781, in specie, to pay revolution- 
ary soldiers, and 5,000,000 livres more in supplies, all 
of which Congress, grown more prosperous, was able 
to finally liquidate.

Khrushchev’s inevitable over-indulgence in alcoholic 
beverages should come in handy at this time, affording 
him a chance to slide under the table, singing as he 
goes the equivalent of the American teen-ager’s song 
hit, See You Later, Alligator. 

The outside world will know nothing of this, the 
Clown Prince of the Soviets doing his act: flying sau- 
cers and cups.

The sale of the house to John Gadsby, the noted 
hotel man, caused critical talk among the elite now 
living around the park. However, at the end of the 
Civil War it was again up for sale and was purchased 
by General Edward Fitzgerald Beale, with whose de 
scendants it has remained to this day. 

Across the park, where the Belasco theatre stands, 
the house of Commodore Rogers was destined to be 
the scene of tragedy as well as of great social gather- 
ings. A succession of politicians were tenants, among 
whom were Senator William Dreston, Truston Polk 
and William Marcy. 

Little did Phillip Barton Key, son of Francis Scott 
Key, dream his doom awaited him when he took rooms 
at the Washington Club, which had taken over Com- 
modore Rogers’ house in 1859. General Daniel Sick- 
les, suspecting Key’s attentions to his wife were more 
than a flirtation, lay in wait for him. As he stood 
out on the steps of the club General Sickles’ shot went 
straight to its target. Key was carried into the club, 
where he expired. 


Lafayette Monument in Lafayette Park (Lafayette Square). 
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Bulwer Lytton lived as Great Britain’s representa- 
tives to the United States. It is now the parish house 
of St. John’s Church, built in 1812 through the en- 
couragement of President Madison. Benjamin Latrobe 
was not only its architect, but he wrote the dedicatory 
hymn, 


VV HILE political and social life were thriving on 
the east side of the square, history was being 
written on the north side. 

Lord Ashburton and Daniel Webster, then Secretary 
of State, signed the treaty marking the boundary be- 
tween Canada and the United States, George Bancroft, 
at the next door, was busy with his nine-volume his- 
tory of the United States. John Hay and Henry Ad- 
ams, in their homes where the Hay-Adams Hotel now 
stands, were writing biographies. John Hay was busy 
with Lincoln, and Adams with “The Education of 
Henry Adams.” 


The west side of the park did not contribute notably 
to this period, but later became a popular residential 
section. 

The square had for many years another claim to 
fame, a wishing tree, a dwarf chestnut descendant 
of the famous wishing tree in Hyde Park, London. It 
stood just west of the monument of General Jackson. 

Wishes made under its branches were said to come 
true, #0 many strollers stopped to make their wishes 
as did Albert, Prince of Wales, afterward Edward VII 
of England. He was strolling with Harriet Lane, 
President Buchanan’s niece, when he wished that he 
might become king of England. 

Of a tragic nature were those connected with Lin- 
coln and Garfield, for it is said that their assassina- 
tions were planned under the branches of the wishing 
tree, 

Besides the tree’s ability to grant wishes its leaves 
claimed a curative quality. So implicitly did Lincoln 
believe this that be gathered leaves for tea for his little

son Willie, who lay dangerously ill. The tree was re- 
moved in 1916 because of its decay through old age 
and pests. 

Visitors to the Capital stop to admire the beauty 
of Lafayette park and to feed the squirrels and pig- 
eons. Perhaps some visitors think back on the person- 
alities who lived there and of the events which helped 
to shape our history. 


ANOTHER FRONT ON D. J. SUBVERSIVE LIST 


The United May Day Committee is the latest organ- 
ization to be officially tagged as subversive by the 
Subversives Activities Control Board. Thomas J, Her- 
bert, chairman of the Board, has decommended that 
the May Day outfit be required to register as a Red 
front. 

This is the group that sponsors New York’s annual 
May Day parade activities. Listed as leaders of the 
committee by the Board are William Z, Foster, Eliza- 
beth Gurley Flynn and Doxey Wilkerson. 

The Subversive Control Board found that the com- 
mittee functioned “to implement the party’s program 
to gain influence and control in the working class and 
particularly in the organized labor movement in the 
United States.” 

The control board found the organization dominated 
and controlled by the Communist Party. 


Red Back on Government Handouts 


The Veterans Administration has decided not to 
penalize the family of a convicted Communist and has 
reinstated dependency allowances in the case of Saul 
wellman, head of the Michigan Communist Party who 
was convieted two years ago. The family has received 
a check for $1,066 for back payments due to his disabil- 
ity. Wellman himself is suing the Veterans Adminis- 
tration for his own payments which were cancelled 
when he was convicted. 


In another Michigan case John G. Ward, alleged 
traitor, is taking legal steps to collect $2,500 he says 
is due him for pay while he was a prisoner of war in 
Korea. The Army accuses him of collaborating with 
the enemy to gain preferential treatment. They claim 
he made tape recordings, wrote articles and initiated 
petitions in behalf of the Red cause. 


Carolinas Visited in Red Hunt 


A sub-committee of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities opened hearings on Red activities 
in North Carolina and as the result one witness who 
was accused of being a Communist and who refused 
to answer questions, lost his job as professor at Camp- 
bell College. 

The witness was Prof. John V. Myers, a faculty 
member at the Baptist junior college. Ralph Clontz, 
a Charlotte attorney and former F BI undercover agent 
pointed his finger at Prof. Myers in the hearing room 
and identified him as a member of the Party. 

Another witness who said he had lost his job be- 
cause of having been called before the committee like- 
wise refused to testify. He was William Evans, of 
Durham, 

A third witness, Nat Bond, instructor of language 
at Bluefield, W. Va., State College was excused pend- 
ing a conference with his lawyers.

These posters 
announce that circuses have left their winter quarters 
for their annual tour of the country. 

At the break of dawn some farmers rub their eyes 
in astonishment, and chuckle with glee, as they see 
the colorful circus trains roll along. 

About the same time young and old rush to the rail- 
road yard to be on hand to see the circus trains come 
rumbling into town. They are thrilled by the trains 
loaded with canvas covered tableaux wagons finished 


The first lion brought to America for exhibition was 
advertised in the Boston Gazette on September 26, 
1720 by Mrs. Martha Adams who obtained the animal 
from Captain Arthur Savages. 

The first camel exhibition in America was adver- 
tised in the October 2, 1723, edition of the Boston 
Gazette. 

The Philadelphia Americah Mercury on May 17, 
1724, advertised the first troop of acrobats to give a 
performance in the American Colonies, They gave 
this performance at Booth Society Hill. 

“Ursa Major, or the Great White Bear,” the first 
polar bear exhibited in the colonies was advertised in 
the Boston Weekly News Let- 
ter of April 19, 1733. 


THE FIRST AMERICAN

The first performing monkey 
was advertised in the New York 
Post Boy of February 25, 1751. 

The August 21, 1771, edition 
of the Boston Massachusetts 
Spy advertised the first dwarf 
to be exhibited in the American 
Colonies. This took place in 
the home of “Widow Bignall’

in red and gold leaf. Their eyes sparkle as they wit- 
ness the unloading of camels, elephants and horses. 

Other cireus fans go to the exhibition grounds to 
witness the raising of the canvas tops and to behold 
the arrival of the strongly built vehicles loaded with 
cireus equipment and wild animals, Today these 
vehicles are drawn by powerful tractors, but in the 
days of yore they were hauled by strong draught 
horses whose bridles were decorated with red plumes. 


As these circus fans wander around the grounds, 
even in the mud and rain, they are intrigued by the 
odor of saw dust and animals, by the music of the 
practicing brass bands, and by the playing of the steam 
spitting tooting calliope. 

When everything is in readiness thousands come to 
drink soda pop and eat peanuts and candy as they wit- 
ness a kaleidoscope of color and daring. 

The circus of today is a tremendous business enter. 
prise when compared with the early circuses in 
America. 

One might now ask: “When did the circus make its 
first appearance in America? and what was it like?” 

Of course, everyone knows that the circus idea 
originated with the Romans who first devoted the 
show to chariot racing. Later, to satisfy the restless, 
blood thirsty Romans, gladiators were made and added 
feature. These gladiators fought to the death. Next 
Bestiari, men who fought with wild beasts, were made 
an added attraction. When Pompeins was Consul of 
Rome in 55 B.C. he was responsible for the killing of 
4,410 leopards, 500 lions and 18 elephants by the Bes- 
tiari in a five-day performance. And Julius Caesar 
at one cireus performance ordered the turning loose 
of 400 lions at one time to be destroyed by the Roman 
archers and javelin throwers. Today, the circus is not 
one of blood and thunder. Instead, it is a harmless 
fountain and a spring of langhter for both young and 
old. 

The circus as we know it today grew out of the 
trick horsemanship performances of Philip Astley, a 
sergeant major of His Majesty’s Royal Regiment of 
Light Dragoons, in London in the 1770s. 

The forerunners of the first American circus were 
isolated exhibits of wild animals and acrobatic and 
equestrain acts. For background purposes, here is a 
brief review of these forerunners. 


who resided next to the King’s 
Tavern in Bostou. 

The New York Royal Gazette of August 29, 1781, 
published an advertisement of the first bull baiting 
act. It was conducted by Thomas McMullen at “His 
house, the Sign of His Majesty, Near the fresh water 
pump.” 

The first aggregation of animals was exhibited in 
New York at 26 Wall Street on May 16, 1789. The 
exhibit consisted of a male and female orangutan; a 
sloth; several baboons; a monkey; a porcupine; an 
ant bear; a crocodile; a lizard; a sword fish; various 
kinds of snakes; a tiger; a buffalo; and a variety of 
birds. 

The first exhibition of a panther took place at Salem, 
Maas., in July 1793. 

The New York Journal of April 13, 1796, announced 
the arrival of the first elephant in America. 

Dr. William Bentley’s Diary records that the first 
“learned pig” gave a performance on March 12, 1798. 

James Sharp at Salem, Mass., on November 19, 1771, 
opened what may be called the first attempt to or- 
ganize a circus. 

On May 31, 1773, the New York Gazette published 
the announcement that Jacob Bates “is arrived in 
New York and intends to perform different feats of 
horsemanship, on one, two, three and four horses at 
the Bull’s Head in Bowery Lane,” (located on the

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west side of Bowery Lane about 200 feet north of 
Bayard Street), “on Wednesday Next, the second of 
June.” 

Twelve years later, August 15, 1785, the Philadelphia 
Pennsylvania Packet published an advertisement which 
opened with these words: “By Permission Mr. Pool,” 
(Thomas Pool), “the First American that ever ex- 
hibited the following Equestrian feats of Horseman. 
ship, on the Continent, Intends performing, Tomorrow, 
near the Center House.” This was followed by a list 
of feats he states he would perform. 

John Bill Ricketts, who came to America from Eng 
land, established the first real circus in American his 
tory. In 1792 he built a riding school at the corner 
of Twelfth and Market Streets, Philadelphia. In that 
year, after completing the structure, he gave the first 
circus performance in American history. The show 
consisted of “riders, leapers, tightrope dancers and a 
clown.” 

General George Washington visited Ricketts circus 
on two oceassions—on April 22, 1793, and on January 
24, 1797. And on April 29, 1797, the New York Gaz- 
ette reports that Washington sold to Ricketts for $150, 
for exhibition purposes, his 28 year old horse “Jack” 
which he rode during the Revolutionary War. 

Ricketts Circus came to a sad end on December 17, 
1799, when his establishment in Philadelphia was 
burned to the ground, 

During the first half of the 19th Century all Ameri- 
can circuses were small; and they travelled on wagons 
over mud roads from town to town. 

About 1852 the Spalding & Rogers Circus placed 
in operation the first floating circus. This floating 
palace carried the entire circus (animals, performers, 
and equipment) between ports along the Gulf of Mexico 
and along the Mississippi River and its tributaries, 

This multiple storeyed floating circus amphitheater 
had a seating capacity of 2,500 persons. About half 
an hour before each performance a chime of bells 
was played. These bells were suspended on iron bars 
which extended across the stern roof of the floating 
palace. 

To attract the attention of the town’s people at 
night the vessel was illuminated by the Drummon gas 
flood lighting system. The gas for this external light- 
ing, and that of the interior, of the amphitheater was 
generated by a self-contained gas producing unit 
aboard the vessel, 

Since the vessel was not self propelled, it was towed 
from port to port by hired tugs. 

In 1853 the cireus of W. T. Van Orden, Jr., used 
railroads to carry his small cireus between a few 
towns. This was the first time railroads were used 
to transport a circus, 

In 1872 William Cameron Coup placed in operation 
the first American circus owned railroad train— the 
Phineas Taylor Barnum’s “Greatest Show on Earth.” 

The firet runaway circus train in American history 
was a Barnum’s “Great Show on Earth” train. That 
took place in the summer of 1874 when the brakes 
failed and the train roled thundering along the 18.9 
mile down-grade mountain side snake-like route from 
Indiana, Pa., to the main line of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad at Blairsville. <A_ terrible collision was 
avoided because the regular west-bound Pittsburgh Ex- 
press was late, 

With the advent of the motor truck, Frank E, Spell- 
man, of the Spellmon-Bostock-Kiralfy Combined Cir 
cus, made his show the first motorized circus in the 
world. He bought one hundred 314-ton capacity Kelly- 
Springfield motor trucks and seventy-five trailers at a 
total cost of $225,000,

Newsmen Take to Fifth Amendment 


The United Press “had just and sufficient cause” 
to dismiss Theodore 8. Polumbaum, one of its writers, 
because of his conduct before a Congressional commit- 
tee, a New York supreme court referee has ruled, 

Polumbaum’s conduct in invoking the Fifth Amend- 
ment when called as a witness had rendered him “no 
longer useful” to the press organization, Referee Car- 
roll G, Walter ruled. 

The case was carried to the referee by the American 
Newspaper Guild which sought an order to compel 
the United Press to rehire the discharged writer. When 
the United Press hired him in 1950, he assured the 
U. P. he had never been a Communist, but when testi- 
fying before the Congressional committee while under 
oath, he hid behind the Fifth Amendment in refusing 
to answer questions about possible Party membership. 

And a former New York newspaperman, who re- 
ported in Red China, Julian Schuman, took refuge 
under the Fifth Amendment, when questioned by the 
Internal Security Sub-committee recently in Washing- 
ton, D. C. He refused steadfastly to state whether he 
had ever been a Communist. He claimed to have filed 
dispatches in China for the Chicago Sun-Times and 
the Denver Post and to have worked for the American 
Broadcasting Company at one time. The Chicago 
paper denies that he ever worked for them.

ever it is reported that one piece attributed to her ap- 
peared February 15 in the Italian Communist news- 
paper “Unita.” She also denied writing it. 

As for the NAACP, the House of Representatives 
of South Carolina requested the U. 8. Attorney Gen- 
eral to put the organization on his subversive list. 

The resolution points out that files of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities reveal “records 
of affiliation with or participation in Communist, Com- 
munist-front, fellow-traveling or subversive organiza- 
tions or activities on the part of the following officials 
of NAACP—the President, the chairman of the board, 
the “Honorary chairman,” eleven of twenty-eight vice 
presidents; the treasurer; twenty-eight of forty-seven 
directors; the chairman of the National Legal Com- 
mittee, the Executive Secretary, the Special Counsel, 
the Assistant Special Counsel, the Southeast Regional 
Secretary, the West Coast Secretary, the Director of 
the Washington bureau, the Director of Public Rela- 
tions and two field secretaries.” On this basis the 
legislature asks that NAACP be “classed as a subver- 
sive organization so that it may be kept under the 
proper surveillance and that all citizens of the United 
States may have ample warnings of the danger to our 
way of life which lurks in such an organization.” 

In Congress, Rep. Gathings, of Arkansas, called for 
an investigation of NAACP, including the source of its 
funds. He pointed out House Committee records 
showed 78 of the organization’s 177 officers had been 
shown to have ties with Communist movements, 

The Communist Party went underground when the 
Department of Justice began to crack down on its 
conspiring leaders, comes to the surface again with 
word that it intends to inject itself into the integration 
fray. 

Claude Lightfoot, Illinois Negro Communist leader, 
was recently interviewed by the Communist Daily 
Worker and he told that Red organ that, “I am cer- 
tain that in these days and in many other struggles 
our party will resume its full role, justifying new 
levels of good will and confidence among the broadest 
sections of the Negro people.” 

Lightfoot has been convicted for conspiring to ad- 
vocate the violent overthrow of our Government, and 
has appealed a five year prison sentence and $5,000 
fine. 

The Daily Worker said “Lightfoot spoke of the role 
of Communists and of Left Progressives in dramatiz- 
ing the plight of the Negro people before world wide 
publie opinion.” 

Some 1,500 delegates, both white and black, attended 
a so-called “Leadership Conference on Civil Rights” 
in the Nation’s Capital early in March. It was admit- 
ted then by Roy Wilkins, head of the NAACP that 
“intensive efforts” were being made prior to the con- 
ference by Communists and left-wing groups and 
individuals to infiltrate the assembly. 

Wilkins gave the keynote address of the conference 
and warned that “Unless our country wishes to become 
a dictatorship, the right of every citizen to vote must 
be guaranteed.” He charged protection sought by the 
Negroes through Civil Rights legislation is “confronted 
with political indifference by leaders of both major 
parties, by strangling procedures in both Houses of 
Congress and by nefarious, anti-democratic combina- 
tion of members from states and districts where de. 
nial of civil rights is the bedrock of the political sys 
tem.”

Segregation supporters in New Orleans fired a hot 
salvo at Hulan E, Jack, (Negro) New York’s Manhat- 
tan Borough President, after he gave a speech advo: 
cating racial integration in the Louisiana City by pro- 
ducing a memo of the House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
ean Activities charging him with association with a 
number of subversive fronts, 

Jack described the charge as “fantastic” and said 
“T know of no organization with which I have been 
associated to be subversive.” 

In one of two instances Jack is cited to have been 
among ten persons signing a call for a meeting of the 
Civil Rights Congress which is on the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s list of subversive organizations. In the second 
instance Jack’s name appears among a list of 1,000 
petitioners asking Congress to abolish the Dies Com- 
mittee, forerunner to the present Committee on Un- 
American Activities. 

The memorandum produced by the New Orleans 
group indicated Jacks had been connected with about 
a dozen left-wing Red infiltrated groups in the 1940's,

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some degree this year. The National Republic pointed 
out in January that certain Party sections have al- 
ready risen from underground. 


The Party plans to reduce its underground opera- 
tions, Hoover said, “with the expectation that they will 
be able to come out into a more open activity by reason 
of the general political atmosphere created as a result 
of the Geneva Conference, and what they characterize 
as a growing understanding of Communism in this 
country.” 


Red Crusade Being Launched 


At the Big Four Conference in Geneva last July the 
Russians made a big pitch for better relations with 
the West. Western officials have put it down as Soviet 
peace propaganda because no actual concessions have 
been made by the Soviets. 


Hoover made his statement to a secret session of 
the House Appropriations Subcommittee on Feb, 1. 


The FBI chief said that during the coming year the 
Communist Party proposes “to tactically exploit the 
Geneva Four-Power Conference with a background 
effort to defeat the Internal Security Act of 1950, the 
Smith Act, and other anti-Communist legislation.” 


“The Party has set aside a fund to conduct an in- 
tensive crusade which will last four to six months to 
achieve this objective,” he added. 

Hoover said the Red campaign will include legal 
maneuvers—“acquiring eminent counsel to defend the 
Party and its leaders”—and the use of petitions, fo- 
rums, mass meetings and radio broadcasts. 

“Their tactica will be concealed and will emerge 
through Communist front organizations and through 
so-called liberal groups which they are unable to in- 
filtrate and interest in their behalf,” Hoover told the 
legislators. 


Negro Red Returns to Action 


The first indication that American Communist lead- 
era have no intention of letting up on their activities 
in spite of prison terms comes from Benjamin J, Davis, 
Jr., convieted Red who has announced that he plang 
to resume his political activities soon, 

Davis, former New York City councilman and often 
a candidate for public offiee on the Communist ticket 
recently got out of prison to which he was sentenced 
five years for teaching and advocating the violent 
overthrow of our Government. His parole period is 
now ended and he lost no time in making known his 
intentions to speak at Red political meetings in Har-. 
lem and elsewhere. 

The New York Negro has other charges pending 
against him, but says he will resort to court action 
to have his citizenship and political rights restored. 

One of his first utterances was a blast at the Presi- 
dent of the United States and the U. 8. Attorney Gen- 
eral. His blast involved Davis’ interpretation of their 
laxity to the integration issue in the South. 

The former CIO Union organizer for Cumberland, 
Maryland, and until his arrest and conviction for ad- 
vocating the violent overthrow of our government, the 
Chairman of the Md-DC section of the Communist 
Party, is out of prison and ready to go back into 
action according to information received by National 
Republic. Meyers was one of five top Communist 
officials convicted in Maryland imprisoned by the 
Federal government in its round up of the second 
string of Party officials. He has served the four year

sentence handed him by the jury which heard the 
trial. 


Communists and “Fronters" in Court 


Communists and their fellow-travelers have not 
fared well in court in recent weeks in contrast to their 
successes during the previous month as reported in 
the March Nationav Repus.ic. 

Two of the ring leaders of the Communist Party, 
who thumbed their noses at American justice and skip- 
ped out for parts unknown after having been convicted 
of conspiracy to advocate the violent overthrow of our 
Government, have finally surrendered. 

Efforts of the two Red convicts to turn their sur- 
render into a three ring circus fell flat. However the 
Kremlin can never accuse them of not trying to put on 
a show. The two who turned out to be ham actors as 
far as attracting the expected attention is concerned

are Henry Winston, Negro Communist leader, and 
Gilbert Green, Illinois chairman for the Red Party. 

Green addressed a letter to New York news agencies 
announcing the date of his contemplated surrender. 
A somewhat similar course was followed by Winston. 
The Reds had been able to drum up a few followers 
for an intended demonstration on the federal building 
steps and it was apparent that Winston had intended 
to deliver a soap box oration on the occasion of his 
surrender. However, being a fugitive, U. 8S. marshals 
nabbed him the minute he stepped from a taxicab 
at federal building. 

Green and Winston were among the 11 members of 
the highest eschelon of the Communists in this coun- 
try to be convicted of conspiracy, but they failed to 
show up for imprisonment. Both had been sentenced 
to five years in prison. They now also face terms for 
contempt of court, but that sentence is entirely in the 
hands of the presiding jurist. 


Green has already been found guilty of his contempt 
rap. John Abt, former New Deal official and since 
leaving the government, the counsel for the Commu- 
nists, dug up an old Anglo-Saxon law contending that 
a fugitive could not be punished by contempt proceed- 
ings. Another Communist, Gus Hall, once attempted 
to resort to this old law, but was overruled in court. 

Both Green and Winston were free on $20,000 bonds 
at the time of the sentencing, and those bonds were 
forfeited. 


When Green surrendered reporters asked him where 
he had been hiding, and he sneeringly replied “People’s 
Town, U. 8. A. at the corner of Constitution Avenue 
and Bill of Rights street.” He revealed he had spent 
his fugitive months writing a book entitled “The Ene- 
my Forgotten.” 


Red’s Attorney Must Serve Jail Term 


Harry Sacher, attorney for many Reds in court in- 
cluding Winston, was on the other side of legal activity 
recently when he himself faced contempt charges and 
lost the decision and received a jail sentence of six 
month’s duration and a fine of $1,000, 

Sacher’s contempt case grew out of his refusal to 
answer three questions when he appeared before the 
Senate Internal Security Committee a year ago. Sen- 
ators sought to learn whether he was a member of the 
Communist Party at the time of his appearance, wheth- 
er he had ever been a member of the Party and whether 
he was or had ever been a member of the “lawyers’ 
section” of the Party. 

Sacher’s own attorneys, Hubert Delaney, of New 
York, and David Rein, of Washington, contended he 
was within his rights under the First Amendment, 
when he refused to answer the questions. Federal 
Judge Alexander Holtzoff, who presided at the con- 
tempt trial, said that while the First Amendment 
guarantees freedom to hold any political or religious 
views, it does not include the right to refuse to state 
what those views are when asked by any lawful au- 
thority. The jurist held the Senate committee was 
within the scope of its investigation when it asked 
the questions of Sacher. 

This is not the first time Sacher has appeared in 
federal court as a defendant in a contempt charge. 
Sacher’s antics at the trial of the 11 Communist lead. 
ers convicted of conspiracy to overthrow our govern. 
ment also brought him a contempt citation. 

Ben Gold, long time Communist and president of 
the powerful International Union of Fur and Leather 
Workers, has lost another round in the courts in his 
fight against conviction of filing a false oath in con-

nection with the non-Communist provisions of the 
Taft-Hartley Labor Act. 

The U. 8. Court of Appeals has upheld Gold’s con- 
viction. Gold’s attorney immediately announced he 
would seek a Supreme Court review of the case. 

Gold was convicted in a federal court in Washing- 
ton, D. C., in 1954 for making false statements in an 
oath required of his union under the labor law. He 
was sentenced to serve one to three years in prison, 
but appealed. 

Russian born Gold, an avowed Communist, claimed 
that he resigned from the Communist Party before 
he signed the Taft-Hartley oath denying Party mem- 
bership. The Government contended that the letter of 
resignation was a subterfuge, and pointed out that 
Gold signed it to his Party chiefs “fraternally yours.” 
U. 8. Attorney Joseph A. Lowther said Gold was 
“owned body and soul” by the Communist Party. 


Victor Perlo, Charged with Having Been a Member of “an 
Underground Espionage Group” in New Deal Government, 
Invokes Fifth Amendment Twenty-Four Times Before 
House Committee Recently. 
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Gold's union was kicked out of the C, 1. O, in 1949 
after failing to comply with a CIO mandate to all 
unions to get rid of Red domination and stop Red in- 
filtration, but in recent months was affiliated with the 
Butchers’ union. 

A former Johns Hopkins philosophy professor and 
one-time Communist candidate for mayor of Baltimore 
has been convicted of violating the Smith Sedition 
Act, involving conspiracy to advocate the violent over- 
throw of our Government. (To date there have been 
135 indictments and ninety-four convictions under the 
conspiracy section of the Smith Act and 5 indictments 
and % convictions under the membership clause of the 
Sedition Act.) 

The convicted professor is Dr. Albert E. Blumberg, 
who was on trial in Philadelphia for six weeks before 
a six man and six woman jury, which deliberated less 
than four hours, reached a decision. 

Dr, Blumberg was nabbed in New York a year ago 
and indicted in federal court in Philadelphia because 
of his work among C. L, O, steel Communists in that 
area. Government attorneys called the professor a 
“violent revolutionist” while his own lawyers referred 
to him as a “sincere idealist.” Blumberg’s wife (of 
Baltimore) has also been prominent in Communist 
Party circles, 

Dr. Blumberg national legislative chairman of the 
Communist Party, had previously been active in or 
ganizing Communist clubs among steel workers in the 
Iehigh Valley of Pennsylvania and in Maryland. 
At one time he was an official of the Maryland. District 
of Columbia Communist Party Section. 


“The Nation” Publisher Loses in Appeal 


Mrs. Mary Markward, an FBI undercover operative 


for many months, told the jury she knew the professor 


as an active Communist. William P, MacLeod, an 
elementary school teacher in Baltimore, testified Dr. 
Blumberg discussed “social change” with him. He 
testified that during the conversation Dr, Blumberg 
said “we didn’t have time, that a major social change 
doesn’t always come by peaceful means, that it comes 
about by bloodshed... that the Communist Party 
needed young men who had the courage of their con. 
viction and were willing to fight for them.” 

Herman Thomas, of Allentown, Pa., another under 
cover agent for the FBI, identified Dr. Blumberg as a 
participant in discussions at numerous Communist 
meetings within the time permissible under the statute 
of limitations in the case. 

A defendant in another Red-involved case lost a 
tussle with the court. This time it was Martin Solow, 
assistant to the publisher of the magazine “The Na. 
tion.” The decision in the case is considered to be im- 
portant and precedent making. 

Solow was accused of destroying important papers 
involving a case under investigation. At the time 
the federal grand jury was investigating Harvey M. 
Matusow, turncoat Government witness who has been 
accused of serving as a Communist “plant” among 
government witnesses to weaken federal cases against 
Reds. Solow became involved when certain papers be- 
tween employees of The Nation and officers of the In- 
ternational Union of Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers 
concerning Matusow were destroyed. 

Solow’s attorneys argued that the destroyed papers 
had not been subpoenaed, 

In denying the defense motion that the charge of 
obstructing justice be dismissed, the federal judge 
hearing the case said the defense position would “de- 
vitalize the statute and destroy the effectiveness of 
grand jury inquiry.” 


Nine Protestant, National Council of Churches, Ministers 
Leave U. S. A. on Mission to Moscow. 


He continued “No longer could persons be relied 
upon voluntarily to produce records unless the Govern- 
ment was prepared to run the risk that an investigation 
might be thwarted because of non-service of process, 
with the objector immunized from prosecution for his 
conduct.” 

The Government argued that the defense position 
would mean “that acquisition of documents by the 
grand jury or courts would hinge on the outcome of 
a race between the process server to serve the subpoena 
and the individual to be served to destroy the docu- 
ments. 

The Nation, of which Solow is assistant publisher, is 
a leftist weekly magazine published in New York City. 

The Government has won a full review by the entire 
8 judge panel of the U. 8. Circuit Court of Appeals 
of the decision in the case of John T. Watkins, C1O 
labor organizer, who had becn cited for contempt of 
Congress. 

This full panel review is reserved for cases of con- 
siderable significance and at stake in this instance is 
the definition of constitutional limits in Congressional 
investigations. 

The Watkins affair grows out of his appearance be- 
fore the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
in 1954, when he denied testimony of another witness 
who accused him of having been a card carrying Com- 
munist, but he did concede during interrogation that 
he “had cooperated with the Party between 1942 and 
1947.” He was then asked to identify certain persons 
with whom he cooperated and who he knew as Com-

The Cominform may like the Communist Interna- 
tional, its predecessor, be junked if the new Moscow 
dictatorship strategy takes. Although Krushchev, 
Stalin’s successor, announced recently it would be 
maintained. 

The test is in the making. It is the new formula 
of “peaceful co-existence” with the Moscow master- 
minds using the fronts, such as the World Federation 
of Trade Unions, the World Federation of Democratic 
Lawyers, the World Peace Council, the World Fed- 
eration of Democratic Women, the World Federation 
of Democratic Youth and the like, operating through 
cells in the fields of other governments, instead of 
the outright Party affiliation which places appearance 
of a political aspect on the interference by Moscow 
with other governments. 

In adopting this method, the “collective dictator- 
ship” of Russia has taken a leaf from the books of 
the now much denounced Stalin. When the second 
world war broke loose, Stalin went through the mo- 
tions of dissolving the Commintern to make it ap- 
pear that Russia had severed ties with the Commu- 
nist Parties of some seventy-five countries. That 
new line of operation was carried out through secret 
agents planted in the national Parties and through 
secret directives, After the war the Russians re- 
turned to their old line, giving birth to the Comin- 
form. 

The newest test came through recently when with- 
out direct instruction from Moscow, all of the seventy- 
five Communist Parties began to change their Party 
lines without direct contact with the Cominform. 
They have been doing a pretty good job of it. They 
were trained for the new change by the world war 
tactic, 

In Italy where it appeared from the outset that 
they would lose the Socialist Party alliance over the 
change in tactics, the final test found the Socialists 
willing to go along. India, is going along and the 
Reds are picking up Yugoslavia as a result of the 
new change. India, the Socialist government is per- 
plexed with a new problem. Several million young 
men and women are jobless. It is receiving Russian 
aid, and Russia is trying to force its “aid” program on 
Pakistan. It promises no interference in internal af- 
fairs, but Pakistan is doubtful. 

The denunciation of the former god, Stalin, by 
his apostles is being questioned by many suspicious 
non-Coznmunist governments. This, it is believed, is 
but a Trojan horse to hide the real purpose of the 
new dictators in Russia, for the blueprint of revolu- 
tion says something different-——it continues to state 
that the Reds will drive mercilessly until the capital- 
ist countries are all absorbed into a world Commu- 
nist Soviet Republic. This it now hopes it can do 
by other than military force, but if not, the Reds 
say they have the atom bomb to use as a last resort. 

The blueprint says the “use of violence, however, 
is not ruled out.’’ Nikita Krushehev, foremost leader 
of the dictatorship in Russia and head of the powerful 
Russian Communist Party laid down the new rules 
at the recent (March) Congress of the Communist 
Party. He offers the world two choices, the most 
devastating war in history, or “peaceful co-existence,” 
Russian dictated. 

Russia’s new “aid’’ program is also likened to 
Stalin's 1930 effort, in which he turned the aid into

dumping of slave made prod- 
ucts that upset the economy of 
the world, That there would 
be any real change in ideology 
by the former office boys of 
Stalin, is doubted, Their de- 
nunciation of Stalin's “mis- 
takes’’ does not go so far as Mr. Bish 
camps loose, the freedom of the countries behind the 
Iron Curtain, the abandonment of force and violence 
in dealings with nationals, or the disbandment of the 
Communist forces behind the lines in seventy-five 
countries. It does not include a free Germany, a free 
China, a free Tibet, Korea, ete When these flends 
of Communism deliver their unwilling vietims to free- 
dom, then the world can believe they have washed 
the blood of the Stalin purges from their own hands, 
in whose purges they had a hand. 


Whenever the Iron Curtain countries are permitted 
and do release the ministers and priests from prison 
and permit the free opening of churches, one will 
begin to think that possibly there may be a change 
in Russia’s attitude towards humanity. Deeds, not 
words are important. Instead of that we learned re- 
cently that the Communists are both using relig'on 
as a mask and at the same time driving to end its 
existence behind the Iron Curtain. In Kast Germany, 
in Czechoslovakia, in Hungary, recent moves against 
religion do not appear as any improvement. 


In Yugoslovia, a country which we have aided 
more than most any other, Tito is seen moving rapid- 
ly towards the Soviet orbit. In March he denounced 
the ideas of the West, asked Communists to combat 
“destructive Western influences.’’ At the same time 
a move was made to strengthen the position of the 
Communist Party by means of harsher steps to divia- 
tionists. Tito’s Unions have joined up with the Red's 
World Federation of Trade Unions and Tito is now 
entering into trade agreements with the Iron Curtain 
countries. 


Edward Ochab, long known faithful of Stalin, has 
succeeded to the dictatorship of Poland on the death 
of Bieret. 


In Italy the Communists are demanding a Soviet 
Pact of “non-aggression accord.” In East Berlin the 
Communist dictatorship has called on the West Berlin 
Socialists to work with the East German Reds. Weat 
German unions are battling to keep Reds out of cru- 
cial posts. Sweden's Socialist premier has invited the 
Soviet’s big men to visit that country. He is interested 
in some kind of a deal. The premier of Denmark is 
in Russia discussing American status with the Reds, 
and is likely to ban U. 8. A. troops from Iceland. 


Finns claim that Reds have infiltrated and plan to 
take over control of the strikes which are now sweep- 
ing the country. Street riots have broken out in in- 
dustrial cities. 


Madrid lays recent student riots to Communists 
and Soviet Embassy inspirations.

In a split Court of Appeals decision, it was held 
Congress lacked authority to inquire inte private 
affairs “not related to legislative purposes.”

Cammer was the at- 
torney for Ben Gold, convicted Communist and Presi- 
dent of the International Fur and Leather Workers 
Union. 
his act, had not tried to influence the jury and that 
he was not an officer of the court within the meaning 
of the contempt statute. He had originally been fined 
$100 for contempt and the court of appeals upheld the 
decision. 

William Z. Foater, the lone member of the top board 
of control of the Communist Party who has never been 
prosecuted on his indictment for conspiring to advo- 
cate the violent overthrow of the government, has just 
been honored in Moscow by the Congress of the Com- 
munist Party of Russia. The official Red Party took 
cognizance of Foster’s 75th birthday and the Lenin 
library exhibited some of his writings which have been 
translated into Russian. The Communist Party of the 
United States in return sent its greetings to the Con- 
gress of the Soviet Communist Party. 

Foster's ill health prevented him being tried with 
11 other board members who were convicted, but the 
government is now considering trying again to force 
Foster into court. 


Soviet News Agency—"'Cover 
For Spies" 


With one witness telling the Senate Internal Se- 
curity Committe that 80% of the personnel] of Tass, the 
oficial Red news gathering agency in this country, 
are Communist spies and with the top ranking Ameri- 
can executive of the agency maintaining tight lipped 
silence before the committee insofar as a spy discussion 
is concerned, there is growing pressure for a tightening 
up on regulations governing reporters for the Reds. 

As the result of the hearings, Senator Eastland 
chairman of the committee, declared that the “Tass 
agency poses a major security problem for the United 
States.” 

Senator Eastland expresses the feeling that the hear. 
ings produced two indictments against the agency. 
He said “First, that it is used as a cover for Soviet 
spies; second, that it serves the interest of the Soviet 
propagandists who take the selected news items and 
turn them back, in a distorted way to the whole world.” 

He adds “It seems to me there should be some way 
to give fuller protection to the security, and good 
name of the United States when it is subjected to 
such activities as have been attributed to Tass.” 

Ismail Ege, former Lieutenant Colonel in the Soviet 
Military Intelligence corps and once Vice President of 
the Tass agency in Berlin, told the Senate Committee 
that Tass was used more extensively as an espionage 
cover in this country than in other countries, because 
Americans “could not believe, and many still cannot 
believe, how Tass, as any other Communist agency, is 
nsed for espionage.”

Ege was a member of the Soviet Army Intelligence 
from 1925 to 1942, and defected to the West in the 
latter year while serving as an official of Tass in 
Berlin. He said Tass employees operate under in- 
structions never to contact local Communists. 

The top American citizen connected with Tass is 
Harry Freeman, who has been described as a “dedi- 
cated Communist who conspires in black ties.” Free- 
man invoked the Fifth Amendment when he was asked 
by the committee if he ever knowingly associated with 
Soviet spies. 

A previous committee witness, Yuri Rastvorv, had 
told the committee 80 to 90% of Tass’ employees are 
Soviet military or political agents. Communist rules 
issued in Moscow are “The entire Party press should 
be edited by reliable Communists who have proved 
loyalty to the cause of the Proletarian Revolution.” 

Freeman was questioned by Benjamin Mandel, re- 
search director for the Senate committee and himself 
a one-time Communist. Mandel renounced Commu- 
nism years ago and has since rendered valuable service 
to this country. He has worked with and for Congres- 
sional committees for a long time. Freeman did re-

call that Mr. Mandel was once business manager for 
the Communist Daily Worker in the 1920’s when Free- 
man also worked for that paper, but he would not 
answer the question whether he was a Communist be- 
fore he began working for Tass. 


Hays Jones and Sasha Small Lurie, who are also 
employed by Tass, invoked the Fifth Amendment 
when they were asked if they had been Communists 
prior to the time they began working for Tass. 
Jones, however, denied he was the same American 
“Comrade Jones” who was a delegate to the Communist 
International in 1928 and on the panel of the Negro 
issue in America. 

Jean Montgomery, who has covered the Congression- 
al beat for the Red Tass news agency for ten years, 
refused to answer a committee question as to whether 
she was a Communist when she got her job with Tass. 

Miss Montgomery, who has a total of 14 years of 
service with Tass, not only had access to information 
available to Congressmen, but she also attended State 
Department and White House news conferences, 

Two of Miss Montgomery’s friends were also inter- 
rogated, but the committee got nowhere with them. 
John B. Stone, former newspaper man and Govern- 
ment employee and Alexander Sherman, motion picture 
distributor, were reluctant witnesses. Alden Todd, 
of the Federated Press, refused to say whether he is 
a Communist, he is the son of Lawrence Todd former 
head of Federated Press and of Tass Washington 
Bureau. 

Sherman was formerly a publicist for the Norwe- 
gian government here and refused to say whether Miss 
Montgomery ever attended Communist meetings with 
him, and neither would he say whether the Reds have 
a newspaper cell in Washington at the present time. 

Rep. Albert Thomas, of Texas, has proposed that 
Tass reporters be barred from the Congressional press 
galleries, and from White House news conferences. 
He proposed they be treated as American newspaper- 
men are treated in Russia. At the present time, he 
said “we’re swapping an elephant for a mouse.” 

Russian newsmen on Capitol Hill at the present 
time are George N. Bolshakov and Vladimir B. Pa- 
ramonov. 


“Far East" Lobby Investigated 


The Senate Internal Security sub-committee has just 
released a list of names of persons comprising a “pro- 
paganda lobby” for Communist objectives in the Far 
East, and the list is found to contain the names of 
three former members of Congress and 33 military and 
civilian Government employees. 

The Committee pointed out that those named spon- 
sored or wrote for the Committee for a “Democratic 
Far Eastern Policy” and its publication the “Far East 
Spotlight,” exposed by National Republic months ago. 
The organization has been tagged as subversive by the 
Attorney General. 

The ex-Congressmen were known as “liberals” dur- 
ing their terms of office, and they have previously been 
referred to in these columns. They are John T. Bern- 
ard, a former representative in Congress from Minne- 
sota, who was elected as a Farmer-Laborite-Democrat, 
and John Coffee and Hugh DeLacy, both former rep- 
resentatives in Congress from Washington and both 
New Deal Democrats. Bernard was a ©. I. O. labor 
organizer after leaving Congress. Coffee was listed 
as a sponsor of the propaganda lobby and DeLacey 
was on the “Spotlight” board. He too was a ©. I. O.

The New York legislature is expected to act soon 
on the proposal to either liberalize or extend for one 
year that State’s security risk law. 

Senator Herbert I. Sorin is advocating no change 
in the law and that it be extended for one year but 
State’s Attorney General Jacob K. Javits wants the law 
changed to guarantee court reviews in risk cases, The 
Governor has recommended that the law be extended 
without amendment.

third but not unexpected course, coming from that 
group. It wants the legislature to let the law expire 
June 30, 1956. 

Elimination of the law is also urged by the Emer- 
gency Civil Liberties Committee of New York, many 
of whose leaders have figured prominently as Fifth 
Amendment claimers in Congressional investigations 
of Reds.

Briefs have been submitted to the U. S, Supreme 
Court in the appeal of Kendrick M. Cole, former Fed- 
eral Food and Drug inspector in New York, who was 
fired from his position under the loyalty program. 
Cole’s attorneys challenge the authority of the Presi- 
dent to extend Public Law 733 to include both sensi. 
tive and non-sensitive classes. 

He was accused of associating with “persons reliably 
reported to be Communists.” Cole has the support 
of the American Civil Liberties Union in his appeal. 

Since the case involves the firing of a person in a 
non-sensitive position, the decision will affect about 
half of those fired under the loyalty program since 
about that percentage were in this class. 


Red Agencies Seized for Taxes 


Communists are howling to the tree tops over their 
recent reversal, the seizure of their quarters in New 
York, Chicago, Philadelphia, San Francisco, Los Ange. 
les, Detroit, Newark and elsewhere, and the seizures 
of their newspaper quarters, the Daily and Sunday 
Worker, in New York City, Detroit and Chicago. 

The seizures were caused by the failure of the Party 
and the organs of the Party to pay taxes, Tax officials 
in Washington charge that the publications and the 
Party have refused to file returns, the publications 
with the tax department and the Party with the tax 
department or with the Clerk of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in Washington, D. C. 

The Party and publications officials claim first; that 
a political Party does not have to file tax returns, but 
political Parties and agencies do have to file affidavits 
listing their contributors and their expenditures with 
the Clerk of the House. The Party has done neither, 
Courts have ruled that the Party is not a political 
Party in the American sense. The Red officials of the 
publications claim they had no profits to report for 
tax purposes, but the law does not exempt a firm from 
filing, even if it operated at a loss, it must file a return 
showing receipts and expenditures. 

The raid netted nothing as was expected by out- 
siders. Safes in each of the quarters yielded not over 
$400 in total. The seizure of the quarters of the pub 
lications netted nothing, for the Reds operate on a 
basis of mortgages and leases, thereby protecting 
themselves at all times from levies. By so covering 
up their resources it is an endless chain of search to 
locate any assets. The publications officials claim 
that the publications attached have operated at a 
loss of $150,000 to $200,000 annually during the three 
years for which attachments for failure to report and 
pay taxes of an estimate of $49,049 resulting in the 
seizures. One official says $200,000, another $150,000. 
The facts are that no publication without fixed assets, 
could operate constantly at a loss, It would have no 
credit, it would have no means of paying paper and 
printing bills, rent, and salaries, yet the same pub 
lications have reported their social security and with- 
holding taxes, meaning they have paid salaries. Party 
leaders also claim the Party operates on an annual 
deficit of $100,000 to $150,000. Taxes claimed by the 


government totals $389,265, 

The Party and the publications have but sixty days 
under law to pay their back taxes to prevent liquida- 
tion of their few assets, but can, of course, go into 
court and stall the government for a period of a year 
or more, this is what they claim will be done. 

The publications meantime have had their papers 
printed in the F and D Printing Co, (Publishers New 
Press, Inc.) plant, which has been regularly printing 
the organs, It has presses in the basement of the 
building which has housed the editorial offices and the 
Party headquarters for the nation and the State of 
New York. The editorial and business force of the 
organs have meantime moved in with the Morning 
Freihiet, a Jewish language Communist daily in N.Y.C, 

The Daily Worker, which now also issues the Sunday 
Worker and an Illinois and Michigan edition, was 
founded in 1924 at the direction of Gregory Zinoviev, 
then head of the Communist International in Moscow 
and was established on capital of $35,000 provided by 
Moscow. 

The raids and seizures have brought on the denuncia- 
tion of the Administration for “Gestapo tactics,” and 
the aid of leftists, including the American Civil Liber. 
ties Union, the leftist kept press, and the fellow-travel- 
ers. 

The Reds turn any incident into profit, so already 
they have set up an emergency aid committee, which 
has launched out in a fund drive to save them all. 
Robert Dunn, New York City, is treasurer, and the 
Committee includes, John McManus, Howard Fast, 
Angus Cameron, Helen Alfred, Sr., W. FE. DuBois, and 
Doxey Wilkerson. It has also used the occasion to 
expand its daily print, the street sales having increased 
due to the publicity the occasion has given it in the 
legitimate press. 

In New York one estimate placed on the income of 
the Daily Worker is that some $5 million dollars have 
gone into the organ from Communists over a period of 
years. Another has it that the organs fund drives 
reached as high as $225,000 a year at times. These 
estimates are from ex-Communist sources. Estimates 
by National Republic has it that the Daily Worker 
funds over the period of its existence has reached over 
3 million dollars. This is based on their average cir 
culation, the subscription price and the cost of print 
ing a paper of its size. All told, the National Republic 
has estimated that some $10 million annually is raised 
in the United States from various sources, for the 
Party, its fronts, special activities, pamphlet printing 
firms, publications, camps, schools and the special is- 
sues drives. These funds have come from labor unions, 
foundations, G-I Educational Benefits funds, dues, 
sales, benefits, and from well-to-do leftists, some who 
have made their fortunes from government contracts, 
others who have inherited it, and all of whem have 
gained same through our freen enterprise system of 
government, Recent estimates in New York City, put 
the funds at $100,000,000 over a period of ten years, 
which verifies National Republic’s 1938 estimate of 
$10,000,000 annually. Since then the Reds raised and 
ran through with, as an example, over $1 million in 
one drive alone, that started around the Rosenbergs, 
the executed atom spies. In the case of the Civil 
Rights Congress it is estimated on authority that 
another $3 million has been raised and expended for 
Red purposes by the Civil Rights Congress during a 
recent three year period, 

An effort several years ago to trace this amount, re- 
sulted in the discovery of personal bank accounts by 
Party members, in which millions of dollars were hid- 
den for the Party. No doubt this is the case today.

National Standards Laboratory, 
who had been assigned in 1946-47 to the 
Australian foreign office to accompany For- 
eign Minister Evatt to the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission’s meeting in 
New York. Briggs betrayed no secrets. 
The same document, however, requested 
detailed information on Donald S. F. 
Woodward, since 1945 Briggs’ secretary in 
the Division of Physics. “He joined the 
Communist Party in 1944 or 1945 and 
became chairman of the Woolwich Branch. 
Woodward was an unsatisfactory wit- 
ness,” the Royal Commission says. 
Through these links, Moscow had two di- 
rect pipelines to Dr. Evatt, as Australian 
foreign minister and head of the Com- 
monwealth’s delegation to the UN Atomic 
Energy Commission.

Another Petrov document related the 
history of F. J. Maclean, a second Sydney 
journalist. He had joined the Commu- 
nist Party during his army service, 1942- 
45. In 1946 he accompanied Dr. Evatt 
as a reporter on Evatt’s campaign tour of 
Australia. 

“Dr. Evatt was pleased with his work 
and later suggested that he accept ap- 
pointment in the Department of External 
Affairs (foreign office) ... It is obvious 
that from an early date a dossier on Mc- 
lean was kept at the Moscow Centre con- 
taining information supplied (from Can- 
berra) by Makarov, Sadovnikov, and No- 


The Royal Commission's report indexes 
twenty-one references to Dr. Evatt in 
various direct and indirect contacts with 


persons listed in the Moscow Centre's 
files of Australian Communists. Had the 
Labor Party taken over the Australian 


government in 1954, Evatt would have 
moved in as Prime Minister completely 
surrounded by experienced Communist 
henchmen. 


The Petrov letters also related in detail 
the operations of Madame Ollier, an official 
of the French Embassy in Canberra, code 
name “Olga.” 

She had been a Soviet “contact” since 
1951. A Moscow directive to Petrov in 
1952 had requested “full information about 
the French cipher system and also any in- 
formation which passed through her hands 
as cipher clerk,” the Royal Commission 
reported. “She was employed on cipher 
work and so had access to the cipher books 
and to secret communications, many of 
which no doubt related to the hostilities in 
Indo-China, in which France was directly, 
and Australia was indirectly, then in- 
volved,” 


A Moscow letter to Petrov on January 2, 
1952, demanded bluntly: “It is also neces- 
sary to prevail upon Mme. Ollier that she 


should, at first orally and later in written 
form, give information about the contents 
of all incoming and outgoing cables.” (p. 
310) 

When Petrov’s confession broke upon 
Australia in April 1954, Madame Ollier 
quickly was spirited away by French dip- 
lomatic authorities to the island of Nou- 
mea, thence to France, beyond reach of 
the Royal Commission’s inquiry. Her con- 
tacts with the Moscow spy ring in Aus- 
tralia thus far have been shielded rigor- 
ously by the French Government. 

Through Madame Ollier the Russian spy 
network penetrated the entire diplomatic 
colony in Canberra. A Moscow directive 
to Petrov dated June 3, 1952, said: “At 
your first meeting with Mme. Ollier ex- 
plain to her that we are interested in the 
development of her contacts in the dip- 
lomatic corps, and in particular ask her to 
deepen acquaintanceship with...” 

“(Here follow the names of four per- 
sons on the staffs of diplomatic missions 
of other countries which, for reasons of 
comity, we think it proper not to publish 
here.)” 


The central core of the Australian Royal 
Commission’s report is the documented 
disclosure that Russian diplomacy never 
was intended to be a means of peaceful in- 
tercourse, but only a new avenue for 
treachery and subversion. In the words 
of the Commission’s General Conclusions: 
“From these documents alone it plainly 
appears that for many years the Govern- 
ment of the U.S.S.R. had been using its 
embassy at Canberra as a cloak under 
which to control and operate espionage or- 
ganizations in Australia.” (p. 295) 

This is the story of Soviet diplomacy 
since 1918. The identical pattern now has 
been revealed successively in Japan, China, 
in the Hiss case in Washington, in the 
Burgess-Maclean case in London, in Can- 
ada, finally in Australia. 

Russia is the world outlaw. 


Her diplomats come, not as friends, but 
as wreckers and saboteurs. 

Any nation which hereafter harbors Mos- 
cow’s diplomats should be on notice that 
the purpose of the Red mission is not 
peace, good will, commerce, and amity, but

This same consideration motivates the 
municipal electric utilities. If they can 
buy exclusively “cheap” public power from 
the SPA at prices based on direct cost 
of production only, with no charge for 
taxes or amortization of capital such as 
the private companies must pay, they can 
justify themselves to the citizens by de- 
ceptively low consumer rates. They know 
that the average man in the street will

not see the catch in this trick of whittling 
down his electric bill and transferring it 
to his Federal income tax. 

Carl Thompson set the Fabian modus 
operandi that is still followed. He insisted 
that he was not interested in socializing 
the country, nor even in taking over all 
power utilities. Individualism and free en- 
terprise were safe with him, he assured 
the country, and every business man who 
favors public power because it is apparent- 
ly a mill or two per kilowatt cheaper has 
been swindled. 

Thompson, Raushenbush, Wright and 
their followers can never be brought to 
draw a line beyond which Socialism must 
stop. The reason for this is obvious. In 
the minds of the Socialist planners there is 
no limit to Socialization. 

These are the men who continue to 
frame the power policy for the nation.

TURNING SEARCHLIGHT ON REDS 


By Walter 8. Steele 


Communists in the United States are moving slowly 
and very cautiously in the change of the Party line 
as laid down in Moscow early in March by the new 
head of the Communist Party of Russia, whose turns 
and squirms are the basis of the Party line through- 
out of the world, including the United States. 

While it is compulsory for each International sec- 
tion of the Party to immediately publicize Russian 
Party statements and to get in line with that Party, 
the sections can use their own methods of carrying 
out the edicts, 


The new line gives the Party sections a possible 
way in reconsolidating their lines, to bring the Brow- 
ders and others back into their folds, as Tito and 
his followers are being brought back into line by 
Moscow charge of “Stalin errors.”’ 

Immediately on receipt of word of the change from 
Moscow early in March, American Communists began 
reorientating. Leaders were dispatched immediately 
to all parts of the United States to address fellow- 
comrades in the change. Practically the entire Daily 
Worker and People’s World staffs were working extra 
hours explaining the new line to Party units, but to 
Wm, Z. Foster, National Chairman of the Party was 
left the task of putting the new line into print. 

He admonishes his followers that it is “neither 
well to rush indignantly to the defense of Stalin, nor 
to hasten to tear him to political shreds.” 

But the new line hits the American section, the 
Fosterites, at a very pressing moment. The Party 
was in the midst of being brought from underground 
and the so-called “legal’’ machinery was being re- 
established. Reorganization was in motion. 

To date here is a partial set up in the re-establish- 
ment of the Party above ground: National Chairman, 
Wm. Z. Foster; National General Secretary, Fugene 
Dennis; National Legislative Director, Dr, Albert 
Blumberg; Member of National Committee (above) 
and Max Weiss; Secy. National Review Board, George 
Watt; Chm. New York State Sect., George Blake Char- 
ney; State New York Legislative Committee, Simon 
Gerson; Chm. State of California Section, Wm. Schnel- 
derman; Chm. Los Angeles County Unit, Dorothy 
Healy; Chairman New Jersey Sect., Chas. Nusser; 
Chm. West Pa. Sect., Steve Nelson; Chm, State of 
Wash, Section, Burt Nelson; State Organizational Sec- 
retary, Milford Sutherland; Chm. State Negro Com- 
mission, Paul Bowen; State Chm. Conn., Sect., Sid 
Taylor; Secy. Conn., Sect. Robert C. Elkins; Members 
State Commission Ohio Section, Anthony Krchmarek; 
State (Ohio) Director and Chm. of Youth Section, 
Frank Hashmall; Lorain Unit Organizer, Mrs. Lucille 
Bethencourt; Chm. Southern Regional Committee.

The Sections in some instances are being reorgan- 
ized as to boundary, Minnesota has now been com- 
bined with the two Dakotas. The government is forc- 
ing some of the leaders out of service by imprison- 
ments, but at the same time a number of their skilled 
leaders are ending their terms, so the delay tactics 
used by the Reds in battling the government in 
courts has worked in favor of the Reds, for all of 
their most skilled are not lost to them at a given 
period. 

Latest to surrender are Gil Green (Greenfield), 
James Jackson and Henry Winston (each hid out sev- 
eral years), but recently freed were Carl Ross, who 
is back in Minnesota, no doubt to take over the 
chairmanship. Benj, Davis, New York, who will no 


doubt get back into the harness in Harlem, and George 
Aloysius Meyers, who will no doubt resume the chair- 
manship of the Maryland-District of Columbia section. 

Bach of the above have been rushed out to explain 
the new Party line to the local leaders; in addition, 
the Communist schools have been thrown into the 
reorientation of the Party crawlers to the Moscow 
line. David Goldway, Joe Clark, John Gates, and 
Milton Howard have been assigned to the task at the 
Jefferson School of Social Science, New York City, 
and the California Labor School in Log Angeles has 
set up similar classes. 

Imported Publications & Products, Inc., 4 West 
16th St., New York City, received the initial ship- 
ments of the new Moscow Party line in official print 
and the Party leaders were immediately supplied and 
went into study to orientate themselves. 

On the “front” line, A. J, Muste, who heads the 
Fellowship of Reconciliation, has launched out in a 
nation-wide organizational drive, building forces 
around the issue for the repeal of the Smith Act. 
Muste himself a former reverend, was jailed for 
sedition during World War One, but not under the 
Smith Act, so he dislikes any law that shackles sub- 
versives. Wm. Z, Foster was eulogized at the March 
Congress of the Communist Party in Russia and it 
being his birthday, he received greetings from the 
heads of seventy-five foreign sections of the Party. 

Another organization had a birthday, it was the 
Peoples Artists, NYC., which celebrated its fifth an- 
niversary in NYC, It too received greetings from Mos- 
cow. Howard Fast, author, and writer for the official 
organ of the Communist Party, will head the May 
Day Committee of the Reds in NYC. The May Day 
Committee has been recently listed by the Depart- 
ment of Justice as Communist. 

The International Association of Democratic Law- 
yers, a Moscow set up has filed a brief in our Supreme 
Court asking that the McCarran Act (National Secur- 
ity law) be declared Unconstitutional, The brief was 
entered by D. N. Pritt of England, head of the Com-. 
munist Party of England and a Stalin “Peace Prize” 
winner, head of the lawyers international, 

Another front active is the Conference For Legis- 
lation In National Interests, headed by Angus Cam- 
eron, with Albert L. Calloms, Secy. Sponsors include 
Dr. W. E. B. DuBois founder of the National Assn 
For Advancement of Colored Peoples and many Red 
fronts, Arnaud D’Usseau, Prof. Henry Pratt Fairchild, 
Rockwell Kent and others of front records. 

The same Dr. W. E. B. DuBois, was the headliner 
with Prof. Corliss Lamont, Harvey O'Connor, Leon- 
ard Boudin and J. Raymond Walsh, in a meeting of 
the Emergency Civil Liberties organization in NYC 
March 28. O'Connor is chairman and Boudin General 
Counsel of the movement, but Walsh presided at the 
meet Four hundred California educators, ministers 
and labor unionists of the leftist tinge have filed a 
Friend of the Court brief in behalf of David Hyun, 
alien born west coast Communist up for deportation, 
John V. Meyers, Campbell College, Bules Creek, N. 
C., and son of Rev. C,. H. Meyers, has been ousted 
for defying the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities.

VEN at 6:00 A.M.. it is warm in Havana. 
K But young Miss Clara Louise Maass felt 
chilly. Her head ached. Worse, she knew 
nothing would help. 

The illness starts like any other febrile 
attack, But soon the face is flushed. There is 
high fever. After two or three days, the 
pulse becomes feeble, the skin cold and of 
a lemon-yellow tint. Chances of recovery 
hardly approximate 50%. 

In seven pain-wracked days, yellow fever 
killed Clara Louise. And it was her own 
doing.

Safe as America — US. Savings Bonds 
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Senate Committee Reports on Educational Fund 


The mask has been ripped from another organ- 
ization which has been capitalizing on the use of 
the word “Educational” in its name, but which 
has been shown to be nothing more than another 
link in the pro-Red propaganda machine. 

The organization is the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, Inc., and the Internal Security 
Sub-Committee of the U.S. Senate has requested 
the U.S. Attorney General to place the matter be- 
fore the Subversives Activities Control Board for 
a determination as to whether the organization 
should be required to register under the Subver- 
sives Control Act. 

The Senate Committee rt ties the South- 
ern Conference Educational Fund with the South- 
ern Conference for Human Welfare, which was 
long known as an important part of the Com- 
munist propaganda machinery in this country. 
The Senators have succeeded in linking leading 
figures in the Southern Conference for Human 
Welfare with the so-called Educational Fund, 
one overlapping directorships, and member- 
ships. 

It is pointed out in the Senate report that the 
Southern Conference for Human Welfare was con- 
ceived, financed and set up by the Communist 
Party in 1988, as a mass organization to promote 
portions of the Communist Party line through- 
out the Southern states. 


“Transmission Belt” Organization 


Earl Browder, at the time, the general secre- 
tary of the Communist Party in this ye A 
queer as it may seem, admitted that the Sout 
ern Conference for Human Welfare was among 
the “transmission belts” of the Communist Party, 
and this while under oath as a subpoenaed witness 
before a Congressional Committee. 

The Human Welfare outfit was cited as a Com- 
munist-front organization by the House Commit- 
tee on Un-American Activities in 1947. That Com- 
mittee reported it to be an organization “which 
seeks to attract southern liberals on the basis 
of its seeming interest in the problems of the 
South.” The Committee at that time emphasized 
however, that its “professed interest in southern 
welfare is simply an expedient for larger aims 
serving the Soviet Union and its subservient Com- 
munist Party in the United States.” 

As for the Southern Conference Educational 
Fund, Inc., the Report points out it was initially 


an adjunct of the Human Welfare outfit. This 
latest Report reminds Americans that, “After the 
exposure of the Southern Conference for Human 
Welfare as a Communist front, it began to wither 
and was finally dissolved, but the Southern Con- 
ference Educational Fund, Inc., continued. The 
official paper the Southern Patriot, which was pub- 
lished by the Southern Conference for Human 
Welfare, was taken over by the Southern Con- 
ference Educational Fund, Inc., which professes 
the same ostensible purpose.” 

The new Committee document shows that the 
big wheels of the defunct human welfare outfit 
are now running the show in the educational 
fund organization. 


New Name But Same Leadership 


Aubrey Williams, one-time board member in 
the welfare group is now president of the educa- 
tional outfit. 

Modjeska M. Simpkins, likewise a board mem- 
ber with the former, is vice president of the edu- 
cational fund. The secretary of the old outfit 
hung onto his job with the surviving group. He 
is Dr. Alva W. Taylor. 

The title of Dr. James A. Dombrowski has been 
changed from “administrator,” which he held in 
the welfare group to that of “executive director” 
with the educational group. 

Four “board members” of the Welfare Confer- 
ence are now listed as “directors” of the Educa- 
tional Fund. Their names are Myles Horton, 
Roscoe Dunjee, Dr. Charlotte Hawkins Brown, 
and Mary McLeod Bethune. Others whose names 
are identified with the old and the new group in 
an official capacity are Virginia Durr, Clark For- 
man and Leo Sheiner. 

Five of those listed were called to testify be- 
fore the U.S. Senate Committee at hearings held 
in New Orleans. 

Sheiner was identified at the hearings by a wit- 
ness under oath as an important “undercover 
member” of the Communist apparatus “who has 
been designated as reserve head of the Commun- 
ist Party in the State of Florida,” that he was 
at one time head of the Human Welfare Confer- 
ence in the Fourth Congressional district of 
aso and is “connected” with the Educational 


nd. 
He proved to be a balky witness at the hearing, 
and subsequently was disbarred from the practice 
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of law. He refused to tell the Senators whether 
he had been connected with the Welfare Confer- 
ence or with the Educational Fund. He was asked 
if he was a member of the Communist P. on 
the day he was appearing as a witness, and re- 
plied “no,” but he refused to say whether he was 
a member prior to that day, or whether he was 
under Party discipline on the day of the hearing. 

In the order disbarring Sheiner, Judge Vincent 
C. Giblin, judge of the circuit court of the elev- 
enth judicial circuit of Florida, said Sheiner, “has 
deliberately refused to dissipate, if he can, the 
doubt which undeniably exists as to his loyalty 
to the nation and its Constitution, although there 
is much more than slight factual justification for 
the doubt; and, because of his silence when the 
circumstances clamored that he speak, I have 
been forced to the conclusion that our bench and 
bar cannot repose in him their trust and confi- 
dence, and that he has shown himself unworthy 
of association with the honorable members of the 
legal profession who are the custodians and guard- 
ians of our judicial institutions.” 


Leader Disbarred for Actions at Hearing 


Pointing out that there has been widespread 
infiltration of American organizations and institu- 
tions by the Reds, Judge Giblin said, “We have 
discovered that many Communists and fellow- 
travelers have invaded in large numbers the field 
of journalism, the teaching profession, the minis- 
try, the legal profession, the theater, the radio 
and television industry, all of which of course are 
powerful propaganda media.” 

The judicial edict in the Sheiner disbarment 
contains some solemn words for loyal Americans, 
and some jolting remarks for the “what’s the 
difference” group, who would let the Reds go 
ahead with the elly way of infiltration. 

The jurist said, “We still have thousands of 
complacent citizens who, because there are only 
twenty thousand known members of the Com- 
munist Party in the United States, are confident 
in the belief that Communism provides no threat 
to our constitutional democracy. Of these apath- 
etic and unaroused Americans who remain obliv- 
ious to the danger of Communist machinations, 
it is those who regard themselves as ‘intellectuals’ 
and advanced libertarians who, perhaps, give the 
greatest aid and comfort to the enemy. These pyg- 
mies on stilts who parade as giants are sometimes 
found in our institutions of higher learning; and, 
waving their masters’ degrees they pose as the 
defenders of personal liberties and as the promo- 
ters of international good will.” 

Earlier Sheiner had appeared before a grand 
jury in Florida, but refused to be pinned down 
relative to past membership in the Communist 
Party. The court observed that, “The transcript 
reflects repeated refusals to answer questions con- 
cerning his possible membership, and activities 
in reputedly subversive organizations and his per- 
sistent reliance on the Fifth Amendment.” 

When the Senate Committee opened its hear- 
ings in New Orleans, Sheiner was one of the first 
witnesses to be called. It was the same old story 
of witnesses ao gf the Committee and try- 
ing to make speeches. e witness did say that he 
is not at present a Communist, but refused to say 
whether he had ever been a Communist. He 


answered “No,” when asked if he had ever been 
guilty of intelligence for the Soviet, but refused 
to answer whether he is “a member of an organ- 
ization dedicated to the forcible overthrow of the 
Government of the United States.” 

Paul Crouch, a consultant of the U.S. Immigra- 
tion Service and for 17 years a member of the 
Communist Party, identified Sheiner as a member 
of the Southern erence for Human Welfare, 
and said he “reported to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation on the subversive activities carried 
on by Sheiner and other Communist leaders 
in the organization.” 

Crouch was asked whether Sheiner is a Com- 
munist and replied, “He told me personally in his 
office in the Pacific Building that he was an im- 

rtant undercover member in the Communist 

arty. He told me that he was the reserve head 
of the Communist Party for the State of Florida, 
if the Communist Party was to go underground, 
that he was to head the organization.” 

Crouch was one of the original founders of the 
Human Welfare outfit. He said Joseph Hall, pres- 
ent editor of the Communist Daily Worker, J h 
S. Gelders, deceased Red who worked under the 
Red espionage leader J. Peters, and himself plan- 
ned the —— at a meeting in Birmingham, 
Ala., in 1988. He said, “The initial steps were 
done under the direction, and with the finances 
of the Communist Party, which furnished several 
thousand dollars of cash to Joseph S. Gelders for 
his preliminary expenses until he was able to 
raise sufficient funds from people, from intellec- 
tuals and others who did not know the nature and 
purposes of the organization.” 

e scope of the Southern Conference was, “to 
have a mass organization through which intellec- 
tuals, professionals, even ministers, could be 
brought within the scope of the Communist Party 
influence to enable the Communists to gain entry 
into the Government. .. . It was intended to lead 
to class hatred, to race hatred, dividing class 
against class, and race against race, as its real 
objectives, in spite of the words that were put 
on paper, some of them by myself.” 


Active in Intellectual Fields 


While organ the Southern Conference for 
Human Welfare, Crouch, Gelders and Hall had 
other duties for the Reds. Crouch was editor of 
“The New South,” a Communist Party publica- 
tion. He said Hall was a district organizer who 
reported regularly to Earl Browder head of the 
party. Gelders’ job was to maintain a close liaison 
with top government officials to work for infiltra- 
tion of the Federal government, and to supervise 
the work among the “intellectuals and profes- 
sionals and draw them within the tenacles of the 
Communist apparatus in the South.” 

The witness identified Sheiner as attending a 
meeting at the home of Charles N. Smolikoff, 
named as, “the real boss of the Communist Party 
for Florida,” while he was acting as organizer for 
the State CIO in Florida, and the Miami re- 
sentative of the Transport Workers Union. The 
meeting, according to testimony, was attended by 
others known by Crouch to be Communists. 

Senator Eastland, Committee Chairman, re- 
minded Sheiner that he had complained that he 
had not been permitted to confront his accuser. 


After the Crouch testimony he was called back 
to the stand and asked whether Crouch told the 
truth. Again he dodged answering by verbose 
arguments with the Committee Chairman. 
James A. Dombrowski, executive director of the 
Southern Conference Educational Fund was called 
before the Committee, and he was accompanied 
by his attorney. Under the call of a subpoena he 
handed the Committee a list of officers and board 
members of the Southern Educational Fund. 
Besides those already named, the document pre- 
sented under subpoena shows the following to be 
officers or board members: John Bolt, Culbertson, 
Greenville, S. C., Dr. Alva W. Taylor, Nashville, 
Rudolph Moses, New Orleans; Wilma Alexander, 
Richmond, Va., Dr. James P. Brawley, Atlanta, 
A. J. Clements, Jr., Charleston; John Wesley 
Dobbs, Atlanta; Dr. E. Franklin Frazier, Wash- 
ington, D. C., Charles G. Gomillion, Tuskegee;

Active in Many Fields in South 


After a series of maneuvers over submitting a 
statement challenging the right of the Senate 
Committee to inquire into the Educational Fund, 
Dr. Dombrowski answered a few questions rela- 
tive to the number of contributors, which he 
placed at about 3,000, and identified a number 
of persons as being active in his organization. 
repeatedly challenged the Committee’s author- 

y. 

In answer to questions about any part he might 
have had in the Communist movement, he denied 
being a Party member and denied ever having 
been under Communist discipline. 

Again smashing Communist claims that the ac- 
cused are not confronted by the accusers, the 
Committee called John Butler, a Texas nursery- 
man and former Communist Party member, as a 
witness. He pointed out Dr. Dombrowski in the 
hearing room, and said that in July, 1942, he had 
attended a Party meeting in Birmingham, and 
that after the meeting they went to Dombrowski’s 
room in the Thomas Jefferson Hotel. He said 
Dombrowski was introduced to him as a Com- 
munist Party member. The witness further testi- 
fied that after the session in Dombrowski’s room 
at which he discussed “party line” matters with 
Alton Lawrence, party recruiter, he (Butler) 
asked Lawrence why Dombrowski had not attend- 
ed the earlier meeting of Communists. He said 
the answer was that Dombrowski was in “the 
upper ten.” By that was meant, he said, that “he 
was a big boy, that we would never be able to 
meet with him.” 

Crouch was called back as a witness to testify 
as to his knowledge of the Communist activities 
of the man who is now the executive director of 
the Southern Conference Educational Fund. 

He said he was acquainted with Dr. Dombrowski 
from 1938 until 1947, and that he saw him at 
meetings of the Southern Conference and at the 
Highlander Folk School in Monteagle, Tenn. He 


identified the latter as “ostensibly an independent 
labor school, but actually working in close connec- 
tion with the Communist Party.” He said the 
Communist Party had agreed that Dr. Dombrow- 
ski should be one of the active people in the South- 
ern Conference. He said Dombrowski told him 
on several occasions “that he preferred to be called 
Left Socialist rather than a Communist, and that 
he could serve the revoluti movement better 
under the Socialist label, than he could under the 
Communist label.” 

Dombrowski had difficulty remembering Crouch 
when called back to the stand, but branded as a 
lie Crouch’s further testimony that he and Dom- 
browski and Sheiner spent the night at the home 
of Caroline Stevenson, and “he (Dombrowski) 
and Leo Sheiner discussed in my presence the 
actual hideout of Communist leaders the night we 
were in Winter Haven.” 

Dombrowski admitted under further question- 
ing that he signed a petition asking amnesty for 
the Smith Act (Communists) defendants—the 
leaders of the Communist Party who were con- 
victed of advocating the violent overthrow of the 
Government of the United States. He said he 
would, “make no apologies for that.” 

He also admi that the Southern Conference 
forerunner of the Educational Fund, received 
money from the Robert Marshall Foundation. 
When the Committee chairman said, “Of course 
you know that the Robert Marshall Foundation 
is one of the principal sources of funds by which 
—— front organizations operate, do you 
not?” 

Dombrowski also admitted under questioning 
having been connected with a number of organiza- 
tions either on the Attorney General’s subversive 
list or groups otherwise known as Communist 
fronts. These include the American Committee 
for the Protection of Foreign Born, the People’s 
Institute of Applied Religion, the Sonthern Negro 
Youth Congress, the International Workers Order, 
and the American Peace Crusade. 


Gives Silent Treatment to Congress 


Mrs. Virginia Foster Durr, of Alexandria, Va., 
gave the Committee the silent treatment, standing 
mute on practically every question. As a former 
active Communist operative, witness Crouch testi- 
fied that reports of conferences brought to him by 

rominent Communist officials all reflected, “activ- 
ties of Mrs. Durr in connection with aiding the 
Communist movement, reports that showed that 
her home and the home of her husband Clifford 
Durr, was a frequent meeting place for the people 
connected with top Soviet espionage and infiltra- 
tion of the United States Government in Wash- 
ington, D. C.” Further, he swore, “she plotted 
with the Communist leaders to exploit her rela- 
tionship as sister-in-law of a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court.” 

He testified that Gelders persuaded Mrs. Elea- 
nor Roosevelt to speak at a 1938 meeting of the 
Southern Conference for Human Welfare, and that 
she, “did not suspect him of being one of the top 
Soviet Communist agents in America.” He said 
Geiders went to Washington and got Mrs. Durr 
to use her influence to get Justice Black to agree 
to address the Southern Conference meeting. He 
said with the aid of such big names, Gelders and 
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other Reds, were able to enlist many prominent 
persons who, “did not suspect that the conference 
they attended in 1988 was planned and conceived 
with the aim of getting wedged in the South.” 

Several other witnesses were called by the Com- 
mittee, but they ducked the all important ques- 
tions of activities in the Communist movement. 

However, sufficient evidence was submitted to 
raise a serious question in the minds of the Com- 
mittee as to the part played by the Educational 
Fund in spreading propaganda in the South, to 
cause the Committee to ask the Department of 
Justice to make a determination as to whether 
it is a Communist front. 

The Southern Conference Educational Fund has 
spread throughout the South in more ways than 
one. It augments the activities of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple, or visa versa, by playing among the higher 
strata of colored people, laying the ground work 
for the racial leadership in the march for inte- 
gration. 

The Fund for the Republic it is announced is 
about to allot considerable funds to the NAACP 
from its tills which are filled from the Ford Foun- 
dation funds. The Southern Regional Council, 
with headquarters in Atlanta, serves as another 
advance agent in the drive. It has so far received 
$245,000 from the Fund for the Republic. The 
Southern Conference Educational Fund meantime, 
is itself holding Regional Conferences, this to rope 
in additional leadership and following. One such 
conference known as the Southern Conference on 
Youth and Racial Desegregation was held in Co- 
lumbia, 8S. C., in December 1952, another, South- 
ern Regional Conference on Segregation was held 
in Houston, Texas, in May, 1955. Lulu White, 
Secretary of the NAACP, is secretary of these 
Regional Conferences. 

Heading the Southern Regional Service, is no 
other than Dr. George S. Mitchell. Mitchell has 
been all around the lot in activities, but the Fund 
for the Republic, thinks well enough of him, to 
give his so-called “service” $245,000, for the pur- 
pose of distributing racial propaganda. Mitchell, 
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according to Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, who 
was pulled before a Congressional Committee in- 
vestigating espionage in our government, and who 
was named as a part of the Whitaker Chambers- 
Elizabeth Bentley espionage ring which they op- 
erated in the government, testified that he first 
came into the government to 0 a position 
offered him by Dr. George S. Mitchell, at that time 
Asst. Director and later Regional Director of the 
Farm Security Administration. Mitchell may not 
have known he was playing a part in bringing the 

espionage ringers into our government. 
Mitchell later went over to the political agitational 
and organizational end of the CIO-PAC and had 
direction over nine Southern States. He then op- 
erated from Alabama. He was on the board of 
the old Southern Conference for Human Welfare, 
active in the Civil Rights Congress (on the D.J. 
subversive list), and at one time held the post as 
Director of the Veterans Services Southern Re- 
gional Council, although he has never publicly 
claimed a veterans status. He held varied jobs 
in the New Deal government and is a product of 
Johns Hopkins University of Baltimore and Ox- 
ford University of England. 

Mitchell turned up in Washington, D. C., in at- 
tendance to the national conference on Civil Lib- 
erties early in 1955. The National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People was repre- 
sented at that conference by Henry Lee Moon, di- 
rector of public relations; the American Friends 
Service Committee another Fund for the Republic 
receipient ($150,000) was represented by Richard 
Bennett, Secretary of Community Relations; the 
CIO (its Civil Rights Committee) by George 
Weaver and the National Council of Negro Women 
by Mrs. Wm. Thomas Mason. 

From this conference, it appears, stemmed the 
present militant racial drive in the South. 

Sen. Eastland, the Committee chairman, said, 
“Our investigation yielded convincing evidence 
that the Educational Fund is not only an offshoot 
from the discredited Southern Conference for 
Human Welfare, but that both were launched by 
the Communist Party for its own ends.”
